Hand hygiene 

A HEALTH watchdog has warn¬ 
ed of a potential superbug infec¬ 
tion outbreak if hospital staff 
fail to prioritise hand hygiene. 

It follows a study of eight of the county’s 
hospitals where bacteria linked to MRSA 
and Clostridium difficile was found on 
some wards. 

Health experts have now issued a stark 
warning to hospitals, reminding them of 
the C diff outbreak at the Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust where 90 
patients died between 2004 and 2006 
across its three hospitals. 

Officials from Kent and Medway Local 
Involvement Network (LINk), who carried 
out the research, said they understood 
infection rates were falling across the 
county, but stressed that hand hygiene 
standards must be kept up.

the organisation, which looks to improve 
health and social care in Kent 
and Medway, said some of their findings 
were “disturbing”. 

“MRSA and C diff rates are dropping so 
the high-profile messages by hospitals to 
use hand gels are having some impact, but 
it’s the inconsistency of use by staff and 
visitors that is concerning,” he said. 

“On swabs taken around hospitals, we 
found bacteria which could pose a risk to 
patients’ health at nurses’ stations - such 
as in the computer keyboards - bathrooms 
and patients’ bedsides. 

“Some of the bacteria we found was 
part of the MRSA and C diff bacteria 
groups. We don’t want to see another infec¬ 
tion outbreak.” 

Research was carried out between 


new outbreak 

September, 2009, and March, 2010, at 
William Harvey Hospital in Ashford; Kent 
and Canterbury in Canterbury; Darent 
Valley in Dartford; Medway Maritime in 
Gillingham; Maidstone Hospital; Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother in Margate; 
Kent and Sussex in Tunbridge Wells; and 
Pembury, also in Tunbridge Wells. 

A total of 1,353 observations were made 
of staff, patients and visitors using hand 
hygiene gel dispensers, and 145 swab sam¬ 
ples taken from around the hospitals. 

Levels of compliance varied from 80 per 
cent down to less than 20 per cent, with 
observations of use at the entrance to 
wards being lowest at the William Harvey, 
which is run by the East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Foundation Trust. 

The highest usage was seen at Pembury, 
which was one of the hospitals embroiled 
in the superbug scandal three years ago.

Mr Hills said: “This piece of work wasn’t 
about knocking these hospitals. We know the 
hard work they are doing to ensure cleanli¬ 
ness. But despite this, we can see that meas¬ 
ures put in place are not always effective. 

“There is no safe level of contamination and 
clearly for certain patients they are at much 
higher risk. Staff should be dedicated to min¬ 
imising these risks.” 

Seven of the 145 swabs taken - four from 
computer keys, two from hot taps and one 
from unisex public toilets - found bacteria 
linked to MRSA. 

But NHS trusts, who welcomed the report, 
have stressed cleanliness is a priority, proven 
by the sharp fall in infection rates. 

Linda Dempster, head of infection preven¬ 
tion and control at Medway NHS Foundation 
Trust - where rates of MRSA have fallen by 
77 per cent in the last four years - said the 
researchers did not view every area of the 
hospitals. 

A spokeswoman from the Medway trust, 
which has one of the lowest rates of C diff in 


the South East, added: “Our hand hygiene 
policy is based on national guidance and 
cleaning across the trust adheres to strict 
national cleaning standards. 

“We have also fully adopted the National 
Patient Safety Agency’s ‘clean your hands’ 
campaign - the complete focus of this is hand 
hygiene at point of care, while this report 
focuses on ward entrances.” 

Dr Sara Mumford, director of infection pre¬ 


vention and control at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, said she was 
pleased the report also highlighted the 
improvements in cleanliness and infection 
control practises at its three hospitals. 

She added: “Our infection rates have fallen 
sharply in the last two years and we have the 
lowest levels of C diff in the South East.”

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‘Stop dumping children on us’ 

Schools rebel against number of vulnerable kids sent to Kent 


REBEL headteachers are refusing to 
accept any more looked-after children 
from outside Kent in protest at the dis¬ 
proportionate numbers being “dumped” 
in their schools. 

Last week Kent on Saturday revealed how the 
county is currently home to almost 1,400 vulnera¬ 
ble youngsters sent to live here by other local 
authorities, with some coming from as far away as 
Manchester, Birmingham and Wales but the major¬ 
ity from London boroughs. 

Now a group of headteachers in Thanet say the 
situation has reached crisis point and are refusing 
to co-operate with Kent County Council in accept¬ 
ing any more such pupils. 

Speaking on behalf of 13 secondary schools in the 
borough, Andy Somers - principal of Hartsdown 
Technology College, Margate - said he had written 
a letter to education chiefs at the authority telling 
them “enough is enough”. 

According to Mr Somers, Thanet currently has 108 
children from outside the county compared to 35 in 
Canterbury, nine in Sevenoaks and five in Ashford. 

“They see us as a soft target and use us as a 
dumping ground,” he said. “It is hugely unfair on 
the children, who have very little time for social

readjustment when they are uprooted and placed 
willy-nilly in a different setting. 

“The situation has reached crisis point. Neither 
the schools or social services are able to meet the 
needs of such high numbers but KCC is still adver¬ 
tising for more foster carers in Thanet newspapers. 

“We’ve now taken the decision that we will not 
take any more out-of-area looked-after children - in 
effect, we refuse to co-operate with KCC.” 

The issue of vulnerable youngsters being dumped 
in Thanet is nothing new due to the large number 
of care homes that currently exist in the borough. 

Getting worse 

Last week Tory Thanet North MP Roger Gale 
revealed that a 2004 inquiry into the problem had 
made little difference, and that London boroughs 
were still finding ways to bypass government legis¬ 
lation and offload their children into Kent. 

South Thanet Tory MP Laura Sandys is due to 
meet with council heads in the capital to discuss 
the situation, and is also drafting a letter to London 
Mayor Boris Johnson asking him to intervene. 

Mr Somers added: “My last head boy and his 


deputy were both looked-after children but a lot of 
these kids come with very high levels of need, and 
when they come in such large numbers it takes up 
a lot of time and resources. 

“Refusing to accept any more wasn’t a decision we 
took lightly. We’ve put our necks on the block but if 
we don’t make a big noise then the problem is only 
going to get worse. 

“We don’t believe KCC has the authority to stop 
councils from placing children in Thanet, and that’s 
why we are taking the matter into our own hands.” 

Cllr Sarah Hohler, cabinet member for children, 
families and education, said: “We share the con¬ 
cerns regarding the high number of looked-after 
children in Thanet. Some of these children are from 
the east Kent area and will be in local foster care. 

“There are also a number of placements from out of 
county. We are in discussions with London authorities 
about where they place looked-after children. It is our 
belief many could be in care closer to their home town 
where they will benefit from familiar surroundings 
and contact with extended family members. 

“Kent and particularly Thanet are attractive to 
other authorities because of the standard of chil¬ 
dren’s services on offer. This puts pressure on serv¬ 
ices such as schools. We are hoping to make rapid 
progress with the London boroughs to resolve this.”

Antibiotics would have saved baby 


AN INQUEST concluded that a new bom 
baby died due to serious errors of clinical 
judgment by a hospital doctor who failed to 
prescribe antibiotics to her mother. 

Libby Megan Godbold was bom three 
weeks early on February 29, 2009, but 
passed away just days later after doctors 
failed to treat an infection brought on by 
her premature birth. 

Libby’s mother Charlene Kemp had a 
spontaneous mpture of her membranes 
when she was 36 weeks and five days into 
pregnancy - a condition caused when a 
mother’s waters break before or at 37 weeks. 

Unless treated with antibiotics the condi¬ 
tion can lead to a bacterial infection and 
eventual sepsis. 

Just hours after her birth, baby Libby 
began to experience breathing problems and 
became floppy and unresponsive. She was 
diagnosed with sepsis but suffered a number 
of seizures and had to be repeatedly resusci¬ 
tated before dying on March 3, 2009. 

Medway NHS Foundation Trust has 
admitted full liability for her death. 

Passing a narrative verdict the jury 
noted: “The hospital has had in place for 
several years a protocol according to which 
Ms Kemp should have been prescribed the 
antibiotic to prevent infection. The 
Registrar decided not to follow protocol 
which was a clinical error of judgment. 

“The prophylactic administration of antibi¬ 
otics would, on balance of probabilities, have 
prevented Libby becoming infected and 
hence would have prevented her death. 


Free to be academy 

KENT County Council says it will support 
schools wishing to break free from local 
authority control to become academies. 

This week Education Secretary Michael 
Gove wrote to all 20,000 headteachers in 
England and Wales, promising them the 
chance to increase their budgets by up to 10 
per cent if they sign up to the plan. 

KCC cabinet member for schools Cllr 
Sarah Hohler said the authority was willing 
to discuss the new legislation at a series of 
meetings with heads next month. 

She added: “World-beating schools in 
which all pupils achieve high standards 
embodies the vision not only of the govern¬ 
ment but also of Kent County Council, and 
we stand ready to play our part in that.”

The Registrar decided not to follow the protocol 
which was another clinical error of judgment.” 

Libby’s mother Ms Kemp and father Michael 
Godbold attended the inquest at Maidstone 
County Court on May 23. 

Speaking after the inquest Libby’s mother said 
the couple felt cheated at the loss of their daugh¬ 
ter. Ms Kemp added: “We loved Libby from the 


moment that we saw two blue lines on the preg¬ 
nancy test. The day that Libby died, a huge part 
of us died also. I will never understand why 
Libby had to die because of what that doctor did.” 

A spokesman for Medway NHS Foundation 
Trust said: “Thorough investigations have taken 
place and the Coroner has confirmed he is satis¬ 
fied that Trust has taken all appropriate steps to 
avoid a similar case occurring again in the future. 
Our sincerest sympathies remain with the family.”

A NEW 80-minute route from 
Thanet to Edinburgh could breathe 
fresh life in to Manston airport. 

Flybe launched the once-a-day 
return route in the hope of boosting 
passenger figures at Kent Inter¬ 
national Airport, owned by Infratil. 

The new direct link to Scotland was 
marked on Thursday with passen¬ 
gers seen off by a chorus of bagpipes.

On course to 
growing your 
own dinners 


PLANT expert Dave Davis is 
showing gardeners how to grow 
their own good life with new hor¬ 
ticultural courses. 

Twig Trading, based in Lamberhurst, has 
launched bespoke Plot to Plate courses to 
help people produce their own vegetables, 
fruits and herbs. 

But unlike many courses, these are tai¬ 
lored specifically to each individual’s needs 
and can be held in their own garden or 
allotment. 

As head of horticulture at Twig Trading, 
Davis leads the courses and shows gardeners 
how to get the best out of their plot. A trained 
Royal Horticultural Society lecturer, he 
knows how students can struggle to get best 
value out of broader gardening courses. 

“When I was a lecturer at Hadlow College, 
I found I was teaching 10-week courses and 
they were very general on a lot of subjects,” 
he said. 

“People would say, ‘It was great, but it does¬ 
n’t help me in my garden because it doesn’t 
relate to my plot’. 

“I came up with the idea because people 
want to learn about their garden, not plant¬ 
ing trees in parkland. It’s not a qualifica¬ 
tion, but it will enable them to work in their 
garden.” 

With more people seeing the benefits of 
growing their own produce, the Plot to Plate 
courses are already attracting interest. 

“They tend to be the enthusiastic amateur 


who wants to get going, but doesn’t know 
about the size of a bed or the soil quality and 
they are looking for guidance,” he said. 

“Because we’ve been working in lots of peo¬ 
ple’s gardens as a landscape firm, we will rec¬ 
ommend a vegetable area and raised beds. 
People will say, ‘You’ve given me a wonderful 
plot, but I’m unsure how to start’.” 

Davis, 33, from Goudhurst, started his own 
horticultural career at the age of just 12, 
when he took on weekend work at his local 
nursery in Coventry. 

He later worked on testing the plug plants 
that are sent out by post and then joined 
Hadlow College when he moved to Kent, 
before taking up his post with Twig Trading, 
which is Kent Business of the Year 2010. 

Davis believes the courses can also be a lot 
of fun, as well as educational, and the format 
is open to negotiation. 

“We are trying to tailor it to individuals. 
Generally it is one day, but then we can nego¬ 
tiate if they want more days or want me to 
come back at different times in the season.” 

With more gardeners looking to grow their 
own produce on some scale, Davis believes 
that the freshness of their own fruit and veg¬ 
etables will always win people over. 

“Supermarkets have a job to do, selling to 
the masses, but now people like things fresh. 
Plus, there is so little leisure time these days 
and it’s nice to get out into the garden.”

COUNCILS are to feel the strain 
of Government spending cuts 
after Chancellor George Osborne 
announced £1.165 billion reductions 
nationwide in local authority grants. 

But instead of condemning the massive 
cuts, authorities have welcomed the deci¬ 
sion after Mr Osborne said in return they 
would receive more flexibility when it 
came to managing their budgets. 

Under the new Con-Lib coalition, ring¬ 
fencing of £1.7bn of Government grant fund¬ 
ing will be scrapped for 2010-11.

spending under the previous Government, 
will have a say over where money goes. 

In Kent County Council’s 2010-11 budget, 
the total figure of Government grants - 
excluding schools funding - is £585,624,000. 

Tory leader Cllr Paul Carter said although 
future cuts could be significant, councils will 
have more control on a local level. 

He said: “We are essentially going to be 
freed up. 

‘We won’t have to do some of Government’s 
prescribed projects as before where we had to 
spend specific grants on A, B or C. We can 
spend the money on our locality and our pri¬ 
orities.” 

Cllr Carter admitted, however, the nation¬ 
wide figure of £1.165bn was a significant 
amount to lose. 

“I suspect at KCC we are going to have 
to find £15m-£20m savings,” he said. But 
we’ll decide how that money is saved. 


MP’s deputy speaker bid 

VETERAN Tory MP Roger Gale is running 
for election as one of three deputy speakers 
of the House of Commons. 

The 66-year-old North Thanet representa¬ 
tive is already the most senior member of 
the Speaker’s Panel of Chairman, and is 
now willing to give up his right to speak in 
the Commons as one of John Bercow’s right- 
hand men. 

Mr Gale said: “I think I’m regarded as fair 
and impartial when I’m in the chair but it 
seems to me that it’s a job that has to be 
done, is one that is worthwhile and one that 
I might be tolerably good at.” 

MPs of all parties will be invited to vote on 
the matter, with the new deputies appointed 
on June 8. If appointed, Mr Gale will still be 
allowed to engage in constituency politics.

“We will be able to make savings based on 
our priorities.” 

He added: “We’ll know more next week 
when new Government will know exactly 
where the cuts are going to fall.” 

The Local Government Association, an 
organisation representing councils across 
the country, also stressed the importance of 
local control.

“Locally elected councillors are closest to the 
people they serve. If there are tough deci¬ 
sions to make, they are best taken by people 
who know their area the best. 

“It is good Government is giving councils more

Dame Margaret said cuts are necessary and 
councils are ready to talk to the Government 
about how they are implemented to limit the 
impact on frontline services. 

“Town halls have delivered savings year after 
year and know about taking difficult decisions 
on spending,” she said. 

“What we need is fundamental reform of 
the way the public sector works to cut the 
maze of public sector bodies, funding 
streams and bureaucracy that costs huge 
sums and stands in the way of delivering 
more for less. 

“There are enormous opportunities to save 
billions if we grasp the nettle and cut out the 
middlemen who tie up huge sums in needless 
red tape.”

PC in death trial 

A POLICE officer has denied causing the death 
of a young mother-of-three in a car crash by 
driving dangerously. 

PC Nigel Brown, 46, was behind he wheel of 
an unmarked Skoda Octavia police car involved 
in a head-on collision with a car being driven by 
Felicity Austin on the A21 in Pembury on May 
5 last year. 

The nursery worker, from Hadlow, died from 
injuries sustained in the crash. She was 
engaged to be married and had three boys aged 
10, seven and five. 

The police officer, who works for the 
Metropolitan Police’s specialist crime wing, 
pleaded not guilty to causing her death by dan¬ 
gerous driving when he appeared at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday, May 21. 

He was released on bail to return to this court 
on November 29 for a trial. 


“DISJOINTED and poorly pre¬ 
pared” is how district council 
chiefs have described Kent’s 
response to the chaotic snow¬ 
storms of last winter. 

Roads were gridlocked, ferries delayed and 
trains cancelled during the worst period of

icy weather in more than 30 years, resulting 
in three ‘snow emergencies’ being called 
between December and February. 

And despite constant reassurances from 
Kent County Council that it was coping well 
with keeping the traffic moving, residents 
stuck for hours on motorways and in town 
centres remained unconvinced. 

Their complaints have now been backed 
up by chief executives from some of the 
county’s district and borough councils, who 
took part in a consultation to judge how 
well the authority fared. 

A new report reveals that when the snow 
first came down, shortly before Christmas, 
the general consensus was that Kent 
Highway Services was “poorly prepared, 
without adequate plans in place”. 

It added that “staff were not available and 
communication was poor for most districts, 
if not all”. The councils also criticised the 
poor local knowledge of important priority 
routes for some areas, the “disjointed” 
nature of Kent Highways, and the “ill-pre¬ 
pared” KCC call centre. However, they did 
acknowledge that lessons were learned 
after the first snow and that improvements 
were made as the poor weather continued. 

Cabinet member for highways, Cllr Nick 
Chard, admitted County Hall’s initial 
response was not perfect, welcoming the

criticism: “What I’m pleased about is that 
Kent Highway Services wants to improve. 

“This is the first time we’ve properly con¬ 
sulted people. No it wasn’t perfect, but it has 
enabled us to identify several areas where 
we clearly need to make improvements.” 

Cllr Chard’s winter service review 
revealed that between October and 
December, almost 13,700 tons of salt was 
used on Kent’s roads, compared to an aver¬ 
age of just over 8,100 tons during the same 
period for the previous four years. 

However, pavements throughout the 
county went for days without being gritted 
and there was a lack of communication 
between district councils and KCC about 
which roads should be targeted first. 

Cllr Chard said that in future there would 
be much greater clarity about how the two 
sides should be working together.

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Planning p rocess changes 
‘restore local democracy ’ 


A SHAKE-UP of the planning 
system that promises more power 
for local authorities has been wel¬ 
comed in Kent, writes Steve Knight. 

The Government proposals announced last 
week include the abolition of the 
Infrastructure Planning Commission and the 
scrapping of the South East Plan, which sets 
specific housing targets for towns throughout 
the region. 

Also included are plans to crack down on 
‘garden grabbing’ - where gardens are sold off 
and crammed with new properties - and to 
create new protection for green areas of partic¬ 
ular importance to local communities. 

Sean Furey, deputy director of the Protect 
Kent, the county’s branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, said there were a lot of 
things to be positive about. 

“It’s potentially a good thing if we’re going to 
see more local decision-making,” he said. 

“The point of all the regional plans was so 
central government could devolve to local 


planners, but it ended up being the other way 
around. The power went the wrong way and a 
lot of things were imposed on Kent as a result. 

“Hopefully this trend can now be reversed 
because local authorities know the local issues 
better.” 

The official aim of the South East Plan was to 
ensure the region remained “economically suc¬ 
cessful and an attractive place to live for ffiture 
generations”. A final version of the document 
was published by the former Labour govern¬ 
ment in May last year, and included a housing 
target of 32,700 homes per year up to 2026. 


Mr Furey said he was pleased these targets 
would now be removed, but was concerned it 
could undermine the regeneration efforts in 
towns like Ashford, Dover, Sittingboume and 
Dartford. He also voiced his support for the 
removal of policy support for rail-freight depots, 
which he said could kill off the proposed BIG 
depot at Wrotham, Platt and Borough Green. 

Kent County Council leader Paul Carter 
admitted it was “back to the drawing board” for 
many development schemes, adding that some 
would never have been successful anyway. 

He said: “There were some overly grandiose 


and over-ambitious schemes that were 
thought about, but in the current economic cli¬ 
mate would never have seen the light of day. 

Cllr Carter said he was also pleased to see 
the back of the Infrastructure Planning 
Commission (IPC), which since March this 
year has been accepting applications for 
descision on major projects such as power 
stations and wind farms. 

His view that it was an unelected quango 
that “got in the way” was backed by Mr Furey, 
who added that there was “very little demo¬ 
cratic accountability”. 


Sisters act is behind 
fall in hospital bugs 


THEY conjure up images of formidable 
women who once ruled hospital wards with 
an iron fist - and now the matrons are back. 

Not only have they reclaimed what was 
essentially theirs in the mid-20th century by 
taking back control of the wards, matrons - 
or ward sisters as they are known - have 
helped slash infection rates at hospitals at 
the centre of the worst outbreak in Britain. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust came under fire three years ago when 
it was discovered by health watchdogs that 
up to 90 patients had died of Clostridium dif¬ 
ficile between 2004 and 2006 across its three 
hospitals: Maidstone, Kent and Sussex, and 
Pembury, in Tunbridge Wells. 

A report by the Healthcare Commission 
said nurses at the trust were too rushed to 
wash their hands and that patients were left 
to lie in their own excrement. 

So in 2008, health chiefs made the crucial 
decision to put power back in the hands of 
ward sisters. And new figures show that 
since doing so cases of C diff have reduced by 
60 per cent and MRSA by 33 per cent. 

Flo Panel-Coates, director of nursing at the 
trust, said sisters are now the leaders of their 
wards and guardians of patient care. 

“They now have up to three days protected 
time each week to physically lead improve¬ 
ments on their wards and enhance the patient 
experience,” she said. 

The trust has also freed up sisters’ supervi¬ 
sory time by employing more nurses on each 
ward to cover for the time they would 
normally spend on direct patient care. 

NHS bosses say it means sisters are now 
better able to monitor standards of care, 
such as cleanliness, incidents and errors, 


A NEW private hospital offering patients 
specialist procedures currently unavail¬ 
able in the county is being planned by 150 
top doctors. 

The Kent Institute of Medicine and Surgery, 
which is expected to cost around £80 million, 
will specialise in heart, lung and brain surgery. 

At the moment, patients needing these proce¬ 
dures have to travel out of the county. 

According to Maidstone Borough Council, the 
facility, which will be based at Newnham Court 
just outside the town centre, will also be one of 
the top teaching hospitals for cardiac surgery. 

It received planning approval in May, 2009. 

The state-of-the-art facility, which is not 
intended to replace NHS hospitals, would 
employ some 120 clinicians. 

It will be the first private hospital built for 20 
years in Kent. 

Part of the funding is reported to have come 
from personal pledges from doctors involved in 
the project, with further reports that a finance firm 
has also been taken on to help find an investor. 


pressure ulcers and vulnerable patient care. 

Ms Panel-Coates said: “Ward sisters now 
have the autonomy and time to make changes 
for the better. While they are individually 
responsible for their wards, they are also col¬ 
lectively committed to helping one another 
improve patient care throughout the trust.” 

The Healthcare Commission began investi¬ 
gations into the trust after a number of com¬ 
plaints about cleanliness, although the trust 
claimed there had been no deaths from C diff 
despite there being hundreds of cases on infec¬ 
tion. It found that C diff, a bacterial infection 
of the stomach, was definitively or probably 
the main cause of death for 90 patients.

At risk register draws attention to unique properties which need looking after

A LEADING conversation charity 
which highlights Britain’s best 
unloved properties has already 
seen a major success in Kent. 

Every year, SAVE puts together a register 
of some of Britain’s finest buildings that are 
in need of tender loving care. 

This year, while the catalogue was pre¬ 
pared, St Edward’s Presbytery in Ramsgate 
was sold to the Landmark Trust. 

Rhiannon Tracy, the buildings at risk offi¬ 
cer for SAVE Britain’s Heritage, said: “We 
consider this a major success as it seems this 
fine building really will be maintained forever. 

“This is just what we want to achieve. The 
buildings we have highlighted in Kent are all 
in need. Britain is losing enough classic prop¬ 
erties as it is - we need to do more to save 
those remaining.” 

Marcus Binney, a renowned architectural 
historian and author, said: “Every year SAVE 
sets out on a treasure hunt to find a selection 
of ‘sleeping beauties’ across England and 
Wales. Any building type can qualify, so long 
as it is curious, interesting, unloved and cry¬ 
ing out for a new owner or new use.” 

Included in the new Live or Let 
Die catalogue is No 27 St Dunstan Street, 
Canterbury. SAVE said of this property: 
“This early 16th century house has been 
vacant for five years and is neglected. 

“The roof is in a bad condition and there is 
concern over possible structural movement. 
The house is offered to let but cannot be occu¬ 
pied until restoration work is complete - for 
which planning permission is pending.” 

And of 34 Lower Stone Street, Maidstone, 
it said: “Located in the centre of Maidstone,

this modest timber-framed building, refront¬ 
ed in the 18th century, has been vacant for 
some time and is now in poor condition.” 

Detailing the needs of Wren’s Cross, Upper 
Stone Street, Maidstone, SAVE said: “Once 
the police headquarters, this early 19th-cen¬ 
tury villa in the centre of Maidstone is in a 
sorry state. It is owned by the county council 
and has been disused for a number of years.” 

Even the famous Lido and Cliftonville 
Baths in Margate, gets a mention. SAVE 
said: “Margate’s 1920s seafront lido is now a 
rather sad testament to the town’s past as a 
major seaside resort. 


The cream coloured art deco complex with 
its porthole windows, bright red roof tiles 
and four-sided Lido beacon has been closed 
for 30 years. The swimming pool is now filled 
with sand.” 

Highlighting the Gas Works, Boundary 
Road, Ramsgate, SAVE said: “Vacant for a 
number of years, the building is in a rela¬ 
tively good state of repair and is weather¬ 
proof, but its future is in doubt unless a 
new use is found. 

“This handsome building has huge poten¬ 
tial and would be an exciting and challeng¬ 
ing conversion project. It could make won¬ 


derful offices, flats or a single dwelling.” 

Finally the newly-purchased presbytery: 
“St Edward’s Presbytery is the work of the 
celebrated Victorian Gothic Revival archi¬ 
tect, AWN Pugin and his son Edward. The 
building is now at risk following the recent 
departure of the monks from the adjoining 
Benedictine monastery”

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Becks’ Gurkha tribute

FORMER England captain David 
Beckham met up with the Gurkhas 
when he visited Camp Bastion in 
Helmand Province, Afghanistan. 

He spoke to members of the Kent-based 
regiment and posed for pictures, as well as tak¬ 
ing part in a short ceremony at a religious 
shrine the Nepalese soldiers set up on the base. 

As a memento of his visit, the soldiers from 
1st Battalion Royal Gurkha Rifles, based at 
Shomcliffe Barracks in Folkestone, presented 
the former Manchester United and England 
skipper with a traditional kukri knife. 

Beckham, who arrived at Camp Bastion 
wearing a helmet and body armour, said: “To 
see the morale of the troops is really incredi¬ 
ble. It first kind of hit me on the way over 
when we were on the military plane flying 
into Afghanistan. 

Focused 

“You can see the faces, you can see obviously 
they know they are leaving their families, but 
they’re so focused and they’ve got this look in 
their eyes that they’re just so confident and 
ready. That really is an unbelievable sight to 
see, and you feel it as well.” 

His three-day visit started last Friday and 
began with a 7.30am fried breakfast in the 
cookhouse and included a tour of the camp, 
which is currently home to 9,000 British 
soldiers, as well as several hundred other 
coalition troops 

Beckham was shown how to handle weapon¬ 
ry, given a metal detector demonstration 
and even scored a penalty on a makeshift goal

in the sand, which had a net constructed from 
camouflage material. 

During the visit Beckham also paid his 
respects to soldiers who have lost their lives 
battling the Taliban at the memorial to casu¬ 
alties on the base. 

On his last day he also saw British Army dog 
teams in action. 

Flags of St George were flown even more 
than usual at the base for the visit, which was 
a major boost to morale in a military base 
where watching football on television is one of 
the troops’ favourite pastimes. 

Beckham, 35, who is missing the World Cup 
through injury, said: “Just yesterday one of the 
troops was killed, and you feel it and you see 
the flags at half-mast and you feel the tension 



there. It really is, like I said, amazing to be 
around but you feel the love from everybody. 

“It really is scary work. These guys are the 
bravest people I’ve ever met and it truly is an 
honour to be here.”

VETERANS of one of the most sig¬ 
nificant operations of World War 
Two paid respects to fallen com¬ 
rades and remembered the events 
of 70 years ago as they arrived in 
Dunkirk on Thursday 

The anniversary marked the evacuation of 
the French port, codenamed Operation 
Dynamo, which took place between May 26 
and June 4,1940. 

A flotilla of 900 naval and civilian craft was 
sent across the Channel under RAF protec¬ 
tion and managed to rescue 338,226 people. 

During the evacuation, the Luftwaffe 
attacks reduced the town of Dunkirk to rub¬ 
ble and destroyed 235 vessels and 106 air¬ 


craft. At least 5,000 soldiers lost their lives. 

Although the Germans took more than a 
million Allied prisoners in three weeks at a 
cost of 60,000 casualties, the evacuation was 
a major boost to British morale. 

Hundreds of small vessels set sail to bring 
the troops off the beaches after an order was 
issued on BBC Radio to “all owners of self-pro¬ 
pelled pleasure craft between 30 and 100ft in 
length to send all particulars to the Admiralty”. 

The Prime Minister, Winston Churchill, 
described the “miracle of deliverance” from 
Dunkirk and warned of an impending inva¬ 
sion in a moving speech to Parliament on the 
day the last Allied soldier arrived home at the 
end of the 10-day operation. 

The Dunkirk Spirit has passed into British 
folklore and the originators of that phrase 
were remembered proudly on Thursday along 
with the events of early summer 1940. 

Veterans, along with guests, schoolchildren 
and representatives of the Help for Heroes 



charity arrived in Dunkirk on the Norfolkline 
ship Maersk Dover, accompanied by the Band 
of The Parachute Regiment. 

Many of the remaining Little Ships also 
made the crossing for remembrance cere¬ 
monies in Dunkirk.

Flotilla 

THE legend of the Little Ships lives on. 

In Ramsgate this week dozens of craft 
sailed into the harbour to re-enact the 
miraculous rescue of thousands upon thou¬ 
sands of Allied troops from the beaches of 
Dunkirk 70 years ago. 

Ships of all shapes and sizes moored up as 
part of the town’s Dynamo Day celebra¬ 
tions, which attracted thousands of people. 

The event marked the sailors’ heroics as 
well as the town’s part in the rescue of more 
than 300,000 servicemen from the war-tom 
Normandy, as the Nazis made their relent¬ 
less drive to the French beaches. 

And no better example of the Dunkirk 
Spirit exists than the story of the vessel the 
Tom Tit. The boat made 16 trips back and 
forth to larger carrier vessels, during the 
extraordinary evacuation effort. 

It was taken without permission from 
Ramsgate harbour by two young Thanet 
brothers, Ron and Alan Tomlinson, who 
worked for local firm Claxton Shipwrights. 

Their only thought was to help the evacu¬ 
ation, and they took off across the Channel 
with not concern for their own safety. 

The brothers feared they would get in 
trouble for their efforts and be arrested, but 
they were commended and praised for their 
bravery when they arrived back home. 

Rescue ship 

The Tom Tit is now under the ownership 
of skipper Trevor Phillips, who believes it 
may have helped rescue up to 500 men and 
was one of the last boats at Dunkirk as it 
rescued troops from a pier as the Germans 
were at the other end. 

He said: “What they did was a seriously 
treacherous thing - the boat caught fire 
twice. These lads were determined to do 
their bit and that’s a fantastic achievement.” 

Trevor keeps the boat in first class order, 
and it spends most of its time in the 
Thames near his home in Weybridge. 

The Tom Tit, a port cmiser, was among 
the 50 boats that made the crossing to 
Dunkirk on Thursday. 

Many of those who sail the Little Ships 
say they feel more like custodians of pieces 
of history than boat owners. 

Skipper of the motor cruiser Wanda, Tony 
Farncombe, said: “It’s a responsibility. These 
boats die very quickly if they don’t get reg¬ 
ular attention. We have to look after them.” 

Ian Gilbert owns the motor yacht 
Papillon, which was built in 1930. 

He said: ‘When I had the chance to buy a 
Dunkirk Little Ship it seemed like too good 
an opportunty to miss, but these are pieces 
of history and we must remember that and 
maintain them in such a way. 

“This is my third return and every five 
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our memories 


when he was evacuated from the beaches. 

He described looking back at Dunkirk as a 
“vision of hell”. 

“When the evacuation started we were 
part of a rearguard and our job was to fight 
the Germans off to give the soldiers time to 
get on board the ships. 

“The sky was black with German aircraft. 
Messerschmitt fighters would swoop in and 
open fire. It was terrible.” 

Now 90 and retired from the Army with 
the rank of major, Freddie said one of his 
memories was how outgunned and under¬ 
equipped the British Forces were in 1940. 

“As we retreated we destroyed the bridges 
to slow the German advance. And when we 
arrived on the beaches I saw my command¬ 
ing officer Col Herbert Lumsden. He told me 
to help urge the soldiers to get on the little 
boats. 

“They were attached to the shore by ropes 
and we were getting off 1,000 men an hour. 


“For two full days and nights I didn’t sleep 
and when the last of the soldiers was off we 
were told we had to fight to the last man and 
the last round, and I didn’t think we were 
going anywhere. 

“Then the order to evacuate came. I made 
my way to a mud dredger, of all things. I had 
to be lifted onboard as the bombs came down. 

“When we set off I looked back at Dunkirk 
and it was like a vision of hell with smoke 
and flames pouring from the ruins. 

“The next thing I knew seven hours later 
was someone shouting ‘we’re in Margate’.” 

George Kemp of the Queen’s Cameron 
Highlanders joined the Army in 1940 after 
seeing footage of the Dunkirk evacuation on 
the cinema news. He said: “I knocked two 
years off my age in order to join up. It’s an 
honour to pay tribute to the men of Dunkirk. 

“It’s great to meet up with some of my for¬ 
mer comrades and it’s also great to see many 
current soldiers giving us so much respect.”

Soldiers’ guardian angel 
to be rescued from decay 


AS THE celebrations marking the 70th anniver¬ 
sary of the Dunkirk flotilla got under way this 
week, it was revealed one of the most famous 
Little Ships has won financial backing for its 
restoration. 

The 180ft Medway Queen has been lying in 
pieces at Chatham’s historic dockyard and 
other secret safe locations for years, while a 
dedicated team of skilled volunteers begged 
and borrowed the skills needed to put her back 
together once more. 

Now the GMB union and the group behind 
the rebuild have revealed EU funding is avail¬ 
able for joint working with French and Belgium 
ship restoration projects. 

It will provide apprenticeship and training 
opportunities in Medway and, as part of the 
Heroes 2C programme, will let them work on 
the small ship. 

The Medway Queen Preservation Society 
said its application for the Euro cash was 
approved and will give the 1924 paddle steam¬ 
er built for the coastal excursion trade a new 
lease of life. 

The incredible vessel won the hearts of the 
people of Medway when she battled to cross 
the Channel seven times to pluck ailing Allied 
troops from the beach at Dunkirk. 

She saved the lives of 7,000 men and was 
one of the last to snatch men from the harbour 
area, before being returned to passenger 
duties and finally retired in 1963. She may have 
survived the artillery and gunfire from German 
lines, but time took its toll and she finally sank. 

In 1987, she was acquired, still as a sunken 
wreck, by the Medway Queen Preservation 
Society, and a new battle started. 

The project to rebuild the hull according to 
the 1924 specifications recently took a step

forward with money from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, but still more is needed. 

The Medway Queen is currently dismantled 
and the hull is being rebuilt at Albion Dockyard 
in Bristol. Once the hull is completed, the plan 
is to tow her back to Medway for fitting out. 
This is the work that will provide vital appren¬ 
ticeship and training opportunities in Medway. 

For the Heroes 2C programme, trainees par¬ 
ticipate in the work needed, learning essential 
trades on the way. 

Alf George, a former anti-tank gunner said: “I 
will never forget the debt I owe to the Medway 
Queen. That old lady against the harbour wall 
was one of the greatest sights of my life.” 

Alf was 20 when he was hauled on to the 
deck on the ship’s penultimate crossing. 

He said: “When we reached Dunkirk, we 
watched from the dunes for a day and night as 
the beach was attacked. We were under fire all 
the time, I couldn’t see how we were supposed 
to escape. Then I looked down over the lip and 
saw this little old paddle steamer.” 

The 90-year-old from Ashford, said: “I call her my 
guardian angel. She is the Heroine of Dunkirk.”

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Fears elected commissioner would 
be a vote too far for police reform 
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THE MOTORISTS’ N0.1 CHOICE FOR CROSSING THE CHANNEL 




POLICE chiefs in Kent have blast¬ 
ed proposals to hand the running 
of constabularies over to “political¬ 
ly-motivated” commissioners elect¬ 
ed by the public. 

Controversial plans for the Police Reform 
and Social Responsibility Bill were included in 
the Queen’s Speech this week, much to the dis¬ 
may of several key figures who are concerned 
the chasing of votes could take priority over 
the pursuit of criminals. 

The proposals would also result in big 
changes for the unelected police authorities 
currently tasked with appointing chief consta¬ 
bles, setting budgets and ensuring value for 
money for the taxpayer. 

Kent Police Authority 
chairwoman Ann Barnes, 
pictured - also deputy chair 
of the Association of Police 
Authorities - said the 
scheme appeared to be driv¬ 
en “purely by dogma” and 
was “undermined by the 
absence of debate”. 

She added: “Senior police officers and many 
MPs and peers of all parties have already com¬ 
mented on the dangers to our highly- 
acclaimed model which keeps policing free 
from party-political interference, but we fear

the public is unaware of the turmoil that 
may be unleashed by these fresh proposals. 

“The present model has built-in checks 
and balances that enable police authorities 
to represent the views of local people when 
shaping the local service. 

“Police authorities want to ensure polic¬ 
ing continues to be influenced at local and 
national levels by community voices - not 
by unconstrained individuals who may 
have a politically-motivated agenda.” 

KPA currently consists of 17 non-elected 
board members, including a mix of inde¬ 
pendents and different party members 
from Kent County Council and Medway 
Council. New Tory Rochester and Strood 
MP Mark Reckless is also on the board. 

But should the Con-Lib plans for directly- 
elected commissioners get the go-ahead, 
just one person will be afforded responsibil¬ 
ity for the running of the county force. 

Kent Police Federation chairman Ian 
Pointon said: “What’s broken? We have a 
robust authority here in Kent, led by an 
excellent chairwoman who does hold the 
force to account, and one that consists of 
good people who bring different abilities, 
skills and expertise to the table. 
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“One person cannot replace all those good 
people, and mixing party politics with the 
running of the police is something we 
should avoid at all costs.” 

Under the basic proposal included in the 
Conservative manifesto, local people would 
elect an official who would then set priori¬ 
ties for the force. The chief constable would 
in turn be expected to meet these priorities. 

However, there are concerns the plan 
could open the door to candidates with 
extremist views or personal agendas. 

Veteran Thanet North Tory MP Roger 
Gale said he supported the idea as long as 
people knew who they were voting for. 

He said. “I’m all for openness, transparency 
and accountability but in practice we need to 
make sure those voting are qualified to do so. 

“I think we’re still going to have police 
authorities because these people are going 
to have to compile the shortlist. 

“You can’t have an open season where 
anyone puts their name forward.”

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New chief ready 
to make changes 

THE new chief constable of Kent will be asked 
to deliver widespread changes similar to 
those he helped oversee in his home county. 

Ian Learmonth, pictured, 52, played a key 
role in an extensive reorgan¬ 
isation programme at Nor¬ 
folk Constabulary - where 
he was deputy chief consta¬ 
ble - and his success was one 
of the major factors in him 
landing the £150,000-a-year 
Kent Police job. 

The force is expecting to lose £20 million 
from its budget over the next few years, 
leaving the new man with a tough task. 

Kent Police Authority chairwoman Ann 
Barnes said she was confident the panel had 
appointed the right man, adding: “He has a 
wealth of experience and is just what we 
were looking for.” 

Mr Learmonth, who has been a serving 
police officer since 1976, was announced as 
Kent’s new chief constable last week. 

He beat three other candidates to earn the 
right to replace former chief Mike Fuller, 
who left Kent in March to take up a new 
position as chief inspector of the Crown 
Prosecution Service. 

But despite Mr Learmonth’s experience in 
delivering change, Mrs Barnes insisted that 
was not the only reason he was appointed. 

While serving as deputy at Norfolk, Mr 
Learmonth had responsibility for support 
services, roads policing, emergency plan¬ 
ning and most of the major projects on oper¬ 
ational policing. 

Mrs Barnes added: “He’s a very straight¬ 
forward, down-to-earth sort of guy and is 
already planning to go out on the beat. He’s 
a real copper’s copper.” 

Mr Learmonth said: “I’m thrilled and 
delighted to have the opportunity to work 
within a high performing force.” 

Mrs Barnes said she hoped Mr Learmonth 
would be able to start his new job in early 
July. Deputy Chief Constable Adrian 
Leppard will continue to fill in temporarily. 



COLLEAGUES of Ian Learmonth 
say Kent Police have pulled off 
a coup by appointing him their 
new chief constable. 

Dave Benfield - general secretary of 
the Norfolk Police Federation - said he 
would give Mr Learmonth “10 out of 
10” for the job he had done. 

He added: “We are absolutely 
delighted for him that he has now 
achieved chief constable status, but 
from a professional standpoint we will 
be sorry to see him go.”

COMMUTERS are facing 
the highest train fare rises in 
the country - despite disap¬ 
pointing passenger numbers 
on some high-speed Kent 
lines, writes Marijke Cox. 

Costs could go up by as much as three 
per cent above the retail price index 
(RPI), which is currently 5.3 per cent, 
meaning annual season tickets from 
eastern parts of the county into London 
may rise by around £350 to £4,230. 

In certain areas it could be even 
higher if Southeastern bosses choose 
to raise the cost even more on the 
more popular routes. 

Pricing regulations allow the com¬ 
pany flexibility to increase prices by 
up to five per cent, as long as the 
overall average across the area does 
not go above RPI plus three per cent. 

Tunde Olatunji, Kent manager for 
Passenger Focus, an independent 
watchdog for rail users, said passen¬ 
gers are right to feel cheated. “They 
will be paying higher fares than any¬ 
where else in the country,” he said. 

All other train companies are limit¬ 
ed to a rise of RPI plus one per cent. 

But officials at Southeastern said 
the three per cent figure was part of 
a franchise agreement, which had 
been in place for the last four years. 

A spokesman said: “This is not 


necessarily the amount tickets will 
go up by - that is the most they are 
allowed go up by.” 

He could not confirm tickets would 
not rise by this amount in January, 
after the new RPI is set in July. 

A Department of Transport spokes¬ 
man put the higher figure down to 
replacement of train stock in Kent. 

He also stressed that Whitehall 
officials tried to strike a balance 
between the railway’s two sources of 
funding; the taxpayer and fare payer. 

Flexibility 

He said: “Southeastern’s fare cap of 
RPI plus three per cent for five years 
from 2007, has been allowed in recog¬ 
nition of historically lower fares. 

“It also allows for the investment to 
replace the rolling stock that has 
been running for more than 40 years 
on the Kent services.” 

But Mr Olatunji said apart from 
High Speed One (HS1), Southeastern 
has a mix of old and new trains. 

“South West Trains has a large 
number of new trains and their rail 
users aren’t paying more,” he said. 

Mr Olatunji said that from Januaiy 
people will feel the increase because 
last year’s inflation was negative. 

“Passengers only saw an increase 
of about 1.6 per cent,” he said. 

“There was a uniform rise in fares 
across the country, but this will 


change from next January 

“As long as Southeastern have RPI 
plus three per cent overall as an 
average, they can put prices up. 

“It gives them flexibility to increase 
some fares on routes that make the 
most money and compensate by 
decreasing fares on routes where 
only one man and his dog use it. 

“It means some rail users may even 
have to pay 11 or 12 per cent more, 
while others pay eight per cent more.” 

Roger Gale, MP for North Thanet, 
said: “I’m perpetually horrified the 
travelling public in east Kent are 
being made to pay more for less. 

“The service is now slower and yet 
more expensive than ever before. 
They are being made to pay for a 
high speed service they don’t use.” 

Fares for mainline services and 
HS1 are regulated in the same way, 
but the cost of introducing the new 
HS1 is paid for by those who use the 
service through higher ticket prices. 

In April, train bosses were forced to 
remove three HS1 trains - made up 
of 18 carriages costing £1 million each 
- after it failed to generate enough 
demand on the north Kent line. 

Southeastern admitted it was 
down to a slower uptake in the area, 
blaming the short length of time the 
service had been available. 

The RPI is used to set regulated fares 
such as season and off-peak tickets.

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Anonymity for 
rape defendants 
divides experts

A RADICAL change in the law, 
which will see people accused of 
rape granted anonymity, has 
divided those who work with vic¬ 
tims of sexual assault. 

Under the new Government, restrictions 
will be placed on naming rape defendants, 
giving them the same privilege as a victim in 
the run-up to a trial. 

Victims and accusers are granted 
anonymity and, with the new law, only con¬ 
victed rapists will ever be named. 

The controversial change was outlined in 
the Con-Lib coalition agreement in a bid to 
stop false allegations ruining the lives of the 
accused, despite the subject being left out of 
the parties’ manifestos. 

It was, however, made a party policy for the 
Lib Dems in 2006 after father-of-two Warren 
Blackwell was falsely accused of a sex attack 
by a woman with a history of crying rape. 

Despite similar cases, the new change in 
law has sparked outrage with rape support 
campaigners, who believe it suggests many 
women are lying when they report a rape. 

But victims helped by specialist coun¬ 
selling charity Family Matters, in Graves¬ 
end, have split opinions. 

Malcolm Gilbert, spokesman for the organ¬ 
isation that helps rape victims in the county, 
said: “One group said people should be inno¬ 
cent until proven guilty, while others thought 
it was outrageous. There was a real split view. 

“I think one of the worries for Family Matt¬ 
ers is this change could discourage reports of 
attacks. A person is more likely to come for¬ 
ward if they see another victim of their 
attacker come forward. 

“The change also indicates that we believe 
a lot of women lie about being raped.” 


Mr Gilbert, who agreed malicious false 
allegations were detrimental to a person’s 
life, said he found it surprising the change 
was brought in when it was not included in 
either parties’ manifestos. 

“It’s been whipped in like a frisbee without 
any consultation with people who would 
know most about it,” he said. 

Official statistics show that only six per 
cent of all reports of rape lead to a conviction, 
but in more than 50 per cent of the cases that 
make it to trial a guilty verdict is recorded. 

In 2009, Peter Bacon, a student chef from 
Canterbury, was found not guilty after being 
falsely accused of rape. 

A jury took just 45 minutes to find him not 
guilty, but the 26-year-old changed his name 
and left the country to try to get away from 
the stigma the accusation had left. 

His accuser is still granted anonymity. 

Ian Pointon, chairman of the Kent Police 
Federation, said rape is a nasty allegation 
and one which impacts on a person’s life. 

Paedophiles 

He said: “If a person’s name is splashed 
across the papers, but the trial collapses 
because the victim says it didn’t happen like 
that, they’ve had their lives turned upside 
down. It’s very difficult to take back.” 

Mr Pointon said anonymity could also be 
stretched to other crimes. 

“You could argue that people who are 
accused of being paedophiles also have their 
lives destroyed if they are found not guilty,” 
he said. “There will always be people who 
believe there’s no smoke without fire.” 

In 1976, Labour introduced anonymity for 
defendants, but it was repealed 12 years by 
the Tories, who claimed it would make it less 
likely for other victims to come forward. 

A Ministry of Justice spokeswoman said: 
“We will grant anonymity to defendants 
accused of rape. This is a sensitive area and 
careful analysis of the options and implica¬ 
tions will be undertaken.”

Olympics team and other relevant bodies. 

County Hall chiefs are keen to promote bicy¬ 
cles over cars and trains for short-distance 
journeys, and believe more needs to be done to 
alter people’s transport habits. 

A report to Kent County Council this 
week revealed that investment in cycle 
infrastructure is more than five times more 
cost-effective than other transport schemes.

“However, continued investment in a safe, 
high-quality cycle network as well as in 
training and promotion is required to 
increase the number of people choosing to 
cycle on a regular basis. Cycle Kent 2010 
brings together a new strategic approach 
with support from stakeholders to ensure 
we achieve a well-planned network that is 
popular, safe and convenient to use.” 

According to the Department for Trans¬ 
port, only two per cent of journeys to and 
from railway stations are made by bicycle, 
despite 60 per cent of the national popula¬ 
tion living within a 15-minute ride of one. 
Cycling England estimates that if just

2.25 per cent of all journeys were made by 
bicycle - compared to the current figure of 
1.5 per cent - then the Government would 
save £1.3 billion in costs related to ill 
health, pollution and congestion. 

Aside from the Cycle Kent event on June 
18, KCC is also attempting to raise aware¬ 
ness of the 416 miles of cycle network in the 
county, as well as the various school and 
community projects on offer. 

Before being ousted from Parliament, for¬ 
mer Dover and Deal Labour MP Gwyn 
Prosser was chairman of the All-Party 
Cycling Group. He is also a member of the 
national cyclists’ organisation CTC. 

Mr Prosser said: “Once you get interested 
in cycling you remain a cyclist for life, so 
any encouragement has to be welcomed.”

University 
lecturer 
gets top US 
film award 

A KENT university film-maker 
is a winner at this year’s Tribeca 
International Film Festival, 
which was established by screen 
legend Robert De Niro, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

Clio Barnard, from the University of Kent, 
took the prize for Best New Documentary 
Filmmaker for her film The Arbor. 

She said: “I’m very pleased the The Arbor 
made such an impact on the jury and that 
it was received so openly at Tribeca. 

“It’s a British story, told in an unusual 
way, with strong regional accents, so I was¬ 
n’t sure how it would be received in the US.” 

The New York festival was set up to 
encourage economic and cultural revitalisa¬ 
tion following the attacks on the World 
Trade Centre in 2001. 

Since then, over 1,100 films from more 
than 80 countries have been seen by an 
international audience of 2.3 million. 

The judges this year included Whoopi 
Goldberg and Fantastic Four star Jessica 
Alba, and they were stunned by Clio’s work. 

They said: “This director bends the 
boundaries of documentary filmmaking, 
beautifully crafting an innovative and 
detailed film.” 

It’s the true story of playwright Andrea 
Dunbar, who died in 1990 at the age of 29, 
and her daughter Lorraine, who was 10. 

We see Lorraine as she is today at 29 and 
now in prison for manslaughter. 

Lorraine is re-introduced to her mother’s 
plays and private letters and, as she reflects 
on the parallels in their lives, she begins to 
come to terms with her past. 

Ms Barnard teaches on the university’s 
undergraduate and postgraduate courses. 

Dr Jonathan Friday, head of the 
University’s School of Arts, said: “Clio is an 
extremely talented practitioner and an 
inspiration to our film studies students.” 

The Arbor can be seen in UK cinemas 
during October.

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Killers to fight convictions 

for disabled man’s murder 


A GANG of vigilante killers jailed for kick¬ 
ing and punching a disabled man to death 
are to appeal against their convictions 
next month, writes Chris Murphy. 

The four claim they never intended to murder Ted 
Shaxted. The 36-year-old received horrific injuries from 
a brutal attack in his flat, and later died in hospital. 

Police tracked down the gang of four and 
they were eventually convicted of murder at 
Maidstone Crown Court in February, 2009. 

The court had been told Mr Shaxted had 
been arrested after getting drunk while vis¬ 
iting his girlfriend Doreen Goode. 

Her sister Karen Horlock is the mother of 
one of the killers. Mr Shaxted had taken 
Mrs Horlock’s Peugeot and dog Poppy and 
then got into an accident. 

Unhappy with the police response, the 
son and his gang launched the brutal 
assault leaving Mr Shaxted with fatal 
injuries in December, 2007. He died from 
multiple organ failure two weeks later. 

Those convicted of his murder were 
Kelvin Horlock, 32, from Strood; Bill 
Saunders, 29, from Gravesend; Trevor Lees, 

37, from Northfleet; and Marvin Service, 

34, from Gravesend. 

Horlock must serve a minimum of 16 
years before getting the chance of parole, 

Service and Saunders 14 years, and Lees 13 
years and eight months. 

At the time of sentencing, Mr Shaxted’s 
family said: “Ted died as a result of a sense¬ 
less and brutal attack. 

“He was a kind and loving brother and 
uncle and is sorely missed by all his family 
and friends. 

“Ted was a defenceless and disabled man 
who suffered health problems all his life. 

Despite this he chose to be independent and 
was a popular member of the community.” 

The family added: “These four men have 
deprived Ted and us of the life he deserved. 

We hope that in time those responsible will 
understand the devastation they have 
caused by their actions.” 

And Det Chief Insp John Coull said at the 
time of the coviction: “This terrible murder 
of Ted Shaxted showed a level of brutality 
that I have rarely seen. Ted was a much¬ 
loved uncle and brother who was well-liked 
within the local community.” 

A spokesman at the Court of Appeal 
Criminal Division in London said: Wes, 
these four men are appealing their convic¬ 
tion. The date is currently set for June 7.” 

It took a year to find the killers with the 
help of the community in Northfleet. 

A member of Ted’s family, who didn’t want 
to give his name said: “We are just waiting 
to see what happens at the appeal.”

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Plaque is unveiled for 
George Cross heroine 


TRIBUTES have been paid to the 
first female recipient of the 
George Cross for her bravery in 
dealing with a wartime explosion, 
writes Steve Knight. 

Corporal Daphne Pearson of the Women’s 


Auxiliary Air Force (WAAF) rescued a British 
pilot from the burning wreckage of his Anson 
bomber at RAF Detling, near Maidstone, on 
May 31,1940. 

Lord Lieutenant of Kent Allan Willett 
unveiled a plaque at the County Showground, 
the site of RAF Detling, to mark the 70th 
anniversary of the incident, while his wife 


Anne laid a posy. The service, which took place 
on Saturday, May 15, was also attended by 
the son and grandson of the pilot rescued 
from the wreckage, who died in 1977. 

Cpl Pearson was 29 when she received the 
George Cross from King George VI, and was 
the first of only 13 female recipients so far. 
Her citation - printed in the London 
Gazette on July 19, 1940 - described how 
she leapt into action when the plane 
crashed near the WAAF quarters, at lam. 

It read: “Upon hearing the crash Cpl 
Pearson rushed out to it and, although the 
aircraft was burning and she knew there 
were bombs aboard, she stood on the 
wreckage, roused the stunned pilot 
and assisted him in getting clear. 

“When he was on the ground 
about 30 yards away, a 1201b bomb 
went off. Cpl Pearson at once threw 
herself on top of the pilot to protect 
him from blast and splinters. 

“Her prompt and courageous 
action undoubtedly helped to save 
the pilot’s life.” 

Cpl Pearson emigrated to 
Australia after the war, where she 
died aged 89, in Melbourne, in 2000. 

The pilot whose life she saved - 
David Bond - went on to found the interna¬ 
tional firm Bond Offshore Helicopters. 

Last week Mr Willett revealed he was suf¬ 
fering from prostate cancer, making the

memorial service one of his last 
before taking a temporary leave of 
absence to undergo treatment. 

It marked the start of a day of 
celebration of Kent’s young people 
from the past, present and fiiture, 
which included musical perform¬ 
ances, theatre demonstrations, 
fencing and martial arts. 

Those who attended were also 
treated to a ‘thank-you’ tea co¬ 
hosted by Mr Willett, Kent County 
Council chairman Bill Hayton and 
Mayor of Medway David Royle. 

Mr Willett said: “I have every confidence 
that all here today - and especially our 
young people - will not be found wanting as 
they take our great county into the future.”

New police to defend our borders 


Dedicated force would work on an international scale 


IMMIGRATION minister Damian 
Green has stressed the need for a 
dedicated border police force to 
tackle international crime syndi¬ 
cates, writes Marijke Cox. 

The Ashford MP, who was appointed to the 
Home Office role two weeks ago, said just focus¬ 
ing on the county’s borders was not enough. 

Plans for a new force - forming part of the 
Serious Organised Crime Agency - were 
revealed this week in the Queen’s Speech. 

“We need to crack down on international 
crime to help protect our borders,” Mr Green 
said. “The new police force would effectively 
combine powers that are available to the 
enforcement arm of the UK Border Agency. 
But it would be different to the agency. It 
would be a separate national police force.” 

His comments came as the Government’s 


legislative programme was unveiled in the 
Queen’s Speech. 

In the list of Con-Lib coalition agreements 
was the creation of a dedicated border police 
force as part of a refocused Serious Organised 
Crime Agency. It stated the new force would 
“enhance national security, improve immigra¬ 
tion controls and crack down on the trafficking 
of people, weapons and drugs”. 

Crucial 

And with Kent being home to Dover, the 
busiest passenger port in the world; the 
Channel Tunnel terminal; and Dover Straits, 
the world’s busiest shipping lane, a police 
force of this kind could be crucial in bringing 
down criminal gangs trying to infiltrate the 
borders with illegal goods. 


The 60-strong Port of Dover Police, which is 
privately funded by Dover Harbour Board, 
monitors the harbour, dock and pier. 

Mr Green said: “Being able to do operations 
both in the UK and outside means we can 
crack down on this sort of crime.” 

Currently, immigration controls are in place 
in Kent, France and Belgium, through the UK 
Border Agency. The organisation was 
launched in April, 2008, through the merger of 
the Border and Immigration Agency, UK 
Visas, and HM Revenue and Customs to cre¬ 
ate one single force; protecting borders, con¬ 
trolling migration and tackling smuggling. 

Since its launch, 1.4 billion cigarettes and 
illegal drugs worth £370m have been seized. 

The new border police force would focus 
on international organised crime, in particu¬ 


lar guns, drugs and illegal immigrants. 

Mr Green said it was too early to say how the 
force would work in Kent, but stressed that 
Dover was an important focus. 

“Details are yet to be confirmed. This still has 
to go through Parliament, so it will be another 
couple of years before it is set up,” he said. 

Immigration has been a contentious issue 
between Tories and Lib Dems, where the 
Tories wanted a cap on economic migration by 
non-EU migrants. But the Lib Dems pushed 
for an amnesty to allow long-standing illegal 
immigrants the chance to earn citizenship. 

It was agreed there would be an annual limit 
on the number of non-EU immigrants coming 
to the UK. The amnesty proposal was thrown 
out, but Prime Minister David Cameron 
agreed to end the detention of children.

A PAEDOPHILE who posed as 
a 15-year-old boy and tried to black¬ 
mail his young victims, has been 
jailed for two-and-a-half years. 

Nicholas Bennett, 31, from Herbert Road, 
Swanley, was described by the judge as “every 
teenage parent’s worst nightmare”. 

He was charged with 10 offences, including 
inciting sexual activity with a child, after one 
of his victims reported him to police in 2009. 

Bennett pleaded guilty at Maidstone 
Crown Court and was sentenced on Monday. 

The woman, who was 15-years-old at the 
time of the offence, contacted police about 
Bennett, and officers raided his home in 
February, 2009. 

He was arrested on suspicion of posses¬ 
sion of indecent images of children. 

Bennett told officers he had been speaking 
with teenagers, but denied any of his inter¬ 
net chat was with children. 

Officers believe Bennett made contact with 
the young girls through a teen chat website. 

Police found evidence that on at least one 
occasion Bennett claimed to be 15, and the 
girls had stated they were under 16. 

The young woman who originally 
approached police told officers details of the 
torment Bennett subjected her to, which 
included an attempt to blackmail her into 
carrying out further acts. 

Det Con Mikaela Stevens said: “Bennett 
denied any wrongdoing throughout, but the 
evidence shows the extent of planning he 
would undertake to commit these crimes’ 

“I would like to thank the young woman 
who for coming forward. Her courage and 
co-operation with officers was vital in 
bringing this offender before the courts and 
in identifying other children he had abused 
and also preventing further children from 
coming in to contact with him.” 

Bennett manipulated the young woman 
as a child and later contacted her as an 
adult, threatening to post images she had 
sent to him as a child onto the internet if 
she refused to engage in further role play. 

Bennett’s victims were all aged 11-16, one 
of who was living in Sydney, Australia. 

He persuaded girls to expose themselves 
via a web cam while capturing the messages 
and video with screen capture software. 

Chat logs and indecent images of children 
were found on his computer. 

In addition to his jail term, Bennett 
must sign the sex offenders’ register for

life and has been given a 10-year sex 
offences prevention order. 

Sentencing, His Honour Judge Statman 
said Bennett was “every teenage parent’s 
worst nightmare”. 

Bennett admitted five offences of causing/ 
inciting pornography, four counts of making 
indecent images of children and one count of 
causing/inciting sexual activity with a child. 

The images ranged from levels 1-4, with 5 
being the most extreme, including sadism and 
bestiality. One of Bennett’s videos was level 5. 

Details of 19 further offences are to remain 
on Bennett’s file.

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Family fight to free ex-Army 
officer from Afghan jail hell

A DAUGHTER is appealing to peo¬ 
ple across the county to join her 
campaign to release her father 
from an Afghan jail. 

Lisa Luckyn-Malone’s father, Bill Shaw, 
served his country for almost three decades 
and was awarded the MBE - but now faces 
two years in an Afghan jail after a shocking 
miscarriage of justice. 

Bill, 52, was working for the security compa¬ 
ny G4S in October last year when he had to 
retrieve two armoured vehicles that had been 
seized by members of the National Directorate 
of Security (NDS), Afghanistan’s domestic 
intelligence agency. 

With an interpreter present, he paid the 
release fee of $20,000 to get the vehicles back 
from the NDS compound. 

He ensured the payment was frilly docu¬ 
mented and asked for a receipt - and was to do 
so repeatedly in the following weeks - but 
none was given. 

The saga worsened when Bill was on 
Christmas and New Year leave in the UK and 
another vehicle was impounded by the NDS. 

This time the company, with the involvement 
of the British Embassy, complained to the 
Afghan government, Mr Shaw having returned 
early from leave to deal with the matter. 

But this worsened matters and, on 
Wednesday, March 3, Bill was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of bribing the NDS official. 

He has been detained since then bail having 
been refused, and faced trial twice - on 
Tuesday, March 23, and Monday, April 26. 

He was found guilty of bribery at the two- 
hour second hearing, at which he had no inter¬ 
preter and no evidence or witnesses against 
him were produced. 

Bill had to appear for both trials shackled, 
handcuffed and with his head shaven. 

Lisa, 32, who lives in an MoD home in 
Whitfield, Dover, said: “He was held first of all

in a detention centre, where it’s so crowded he 
was given just a space on the floor to sleep. 

“Dad’s since been moved to a super-max 
prison, but even there he’s only able shower 
eveiy three or four days - and the shower’s just 
a tin bath. He’s always itching from the fleas. 

“There is no duty of care from the prison offi¬ 
cials - food and welfare is provided by G4S.” 

The only member of the family to have seen 
Bill since his arrest has been Lisa’s husband, 
Marcus, himself a Major serving in 
Afghanistan with 2 Scots (RHF). 

Bill’s wife Liz lives in Leeds but has been 
staying with her daughter in Whitfield as they 
marshal the campaign to secure his release. 

Lisa, who has two children - seven-year-old 
Madeleine and Caius, five, - said: ‘We feel 
guilty - the weeks go pretty quickly for us, but 
for Dad, living in effective isolation, the time is 
dragging horribly. 

“He forces himself to sleep at 9pm just to be 
ready for another day and he only leaves his 
cell for two hours a day.” 


One of the most difficult aspects of the whole 
sorry tale has been the gradual realisation 
that Bill was in fact not coming home. 

“The whole thing is just so ridiculous - 
there’s no evidence,” said Lisa. “The idea Dad 
would do anything illegal is absurd - as any¬ 
one who knows him would tell you. 

We were adamant he was coming home. At 
the time of the second trial we had meat for a 
barbecue, while the children had made a mini¬ 
cake for him - they were going to make a big¬ 
ger one when he got home. 

“Even G4S were shocked at the outcome. 
They’ve been brilliant and provided an attor¬ 
ney and been wholly supportive all the way. 

“The only person more guarded was Dad. I 


think it was a defence mechanism, but he kept 
saying ‘This might not happen’.” 

Bill served with the British Army for 28 
years and was awarded the MBE for his serv¬ 
ice with the Royal Military Police in Iraq, 
Northern Ireland and Cyprus. 

He now faces a move to the notorious Pul-e- 
Charki jail, near Kabul, a site known to house 
many members of the Taliban. There could 
hardly be a more intimidating prospect for a 
former British Army officer. 

An appeal against Bill’s conviction was 
handed in last week, while the family’s efforts 
have included letters to Prime Minister David 
Cameron and the involvement of newly-elect¬ 
ed Dover and Deal MP Charlie Elphicke.

FROM JARROWTO REDSHIRTS 


Bangkok may recently have been in turmoil, says TIM GARBUTT, but the 
future looks positive for Thailand - and there may be lessons for Kent to learn

S I write, the Thai prime min¬ 
ister has been impeached and 
the previous prime minister 
accused of terrorism. 

The Thai military have removed the Redshirt 
protestors in Bangkok and imposed a curfew, and 
the central shopping area has been burned down 
in protest. 

It certainly makes British politics seem dull, but 
it is a deeply sad situation as my wife is Thai and 
many of our family live in Bangkok. 

It’s surreal to see armed troops and 
rioters on the TV in central Bangkok 
around many of the places I know a: 
consider my home away from Kent. 

Living in Kent - a county not 
known for its ethnic diversity - it 
always surprises me how interest¬ 
ed people are in Thailand. 

It may be that good food loosens 
the tongue as my wife owns the 
Surin Thai restaurant, or they 
have fond memories of holidays to 
the Serene Kingdom. 

The conflict between Redshirts 
and Yellowshirts is puzzling at first, 
yet it seems not dissimilar to England 
at the time of the Jarrow March almost 
100 years ago. 

Redshirts are from the impoverished north east 
of the country and want social reform while the 
Yellowshirts are a mix of wealthy military and 
political elite. 

The Redshirt protests that started as political 
rivalry with former prime minister Thaksin 
Shinawatra and the military’s choice of Prime 
Minister Abhisit Vejrj ajiva has now spread to greater 
demands for deeper democracy, a fairer society 
and less involvement of the military in politics. 

The Asian Century is coming to pass and 
Thailand - unlike Burma, China, Vietnam and 
Indonesia in particular - has managed to establish 
a strong democracy. Yet only now is it able to 
untangle the last vestiges of military involvement. 

The current conflict and 85 deaths in two 
months will yield greater democratic consensus 
for what is one of the world’s safest nations. 

And even with the current disputes, the Thai 
economy holds steady with only a two per cent 


i 


fall, so I would forecast tourism will likely return 
for the Christmas peak. 

Indeed, one reason for the end of the protests - 
at what is the low tourism season - was the immi¬ 
nent monsoon rains and many Redshirts return¬ 
ing to their farms to prepare the crops. 

Bangkok represents the urban face of a hidden 
Thailand that is more than 80 per cent rural. 

And Kent? Well, the similarities with Thailand 
are noticeable. A rural and agricultural economy, 
small market towns, ever warmer climate, a 
reliance on tourism and green industries. 

If Kent still relies on a post-industrial economy of 
road building and construction, then Thailand 
certainly indicates how solar energy, local 
arkets, the food and drink sector, her- 
tage focus, crafts and artisan industries 
and tourism can lead to prosperity. 
Kent should be able to market its 
public service ethos in education, 
governance, policing and so on to 
Asia. More could be done on trade 
tariffs to encourage UK-Thai trade: 
only two per cent of Thai exports 
reach the EU. 

Bangkok is the price paid for the 
pace of development, with the ancient 
canals filled in for congested motor¬ 
ways and pollution and almost no plan¬ 
ning restrictions ensuring the lowest ratio 
of urban parks in the world. A price we seem to 
be willing to continue to pay in Kent while future 
generations will pick up the bill. 

Certainly Asia has far more quickly embraced 
the real dangers of climate change while, shock¬ 
ingly, even broadband and wifi are far more acces¬ 
sible in most Thai towns than Kent. 

Without social reform the Asian Century will 
falter - while the Redshirts’ call for UN oversight 
perhaps heralds the first signs of a UN century 
of social justice, democracy and environmental 
protection. 

Like the national symbol of the garuda bird, 
central Bangkok will rise phoenix-like from the 
current dispute within weeks. While, with climate 
change and the pressures on the Kent environ¬ 
ment, there’s more we should be doing here to 
preserve and improve our way of life.

SEVENTY years ago, more than 
400,000 Allied troops were trapped 
in Dunkirk and the future of every¬ 
one looked very bleak indeed. 

The famous rescue mission 
Operation Dynamo was mounted in 
the hope of saving 45,000 troops. 

In reality, 338,000 were rescued 
and landed safely around our coast 
over 11 desperate days. 

My late father was one of the last 
to be rescued and I know he was 
extremely grateful to those who 
risked their lives to bring him and 
his comrades home. 

I clearly remember him speaking 
of the truly awful battle conditions 
he had to endure, wading out time 
and time again under fire in the 
hope of getting on to one craft or 
another and the growing disap¬ 
pointment and desperation each 
time that failed, day after day. 

However, in the end he did 
eventually make it home and that 
was because his rescuers, who 
endured exactly the same awful 
conditions so bravely persevered. 

My father was orphaned by World 
War One, but thanks to Operation 
Dynamo he lived to help beat the 
Nazi terror machine in North Africa 
and helped to liberate Italy. 

He also lived to enjoy the pleas¬ 
ures of a family denied himself, 
with a wife, his own children and 
grandchildren here in Thanet. 

I know that if dad were still alive 
today he would want to remember 
and thank most sincerely all those 
who took part in Operation 
Dynamo, and as one of his offspring 
it has to be said that I and many 
others owe them our fives, too.

THE water strategy for Kent needs 
greater thought than the stop-gap 
measure at Broad Oak.

The Dutch, world leaders in 
water management, use existing 
geography to reclaim land stolen 
by the North Sea and to build water 
storage facilities. 

Thought should be given to 
thinking on a larger scale. 

My proposal is to reclaim the 
Swale; build dams at Queenborough 
in the east while in the west, fink 
Nagden Marshes to Ferry Road on 
Sheppey. If this too ambitious, it 
could be tackled in stages, first, 
with a western dam incorporating 
Fowley Island. 

It would be a huge project, it 
will have problems and it might 
take years to accomplish, but the 
new fresh water lake created will 
have enormous benefits for Kent.

Special needs pupils 
have been failed 

Following my article last week explaining the 
chaos surrounding the proposed phasing out of 
all Special Needs Units in Kent, I have had a 
number of contacts with parents affected and 
seen responses by KCC to the article and 
questions I posed them. 

The key responses appear as follows: 

1) KCC claims not to know of children who 
have been turned down by units. KCC 
officers have told parents there is no point in 
applying for places as the units are not 
accepting new children. One parent was told 
this by a senior officer in a unit parents’ 
meeting, with plenty of witnesses. 

2) KCC claims that as there no children have 
been turned away there is no reason to 
publicise the change of policy to admit new 
entrants in pilot areas from September. 

3) KCC claims there has been no change of 
policy with regard to admissions to units. 

I have a letter from KCC’s chief executive, 
many parents are willing to go on record 
stating that they have been told by SEN 
units themselves and senior KCC Officers 
(as I have myself), that units in the pilot 
areas of Gravesham, Dartford, Swanley, 
Ashford and Shepway would not accept new 
pupils this September. The change 

of policy was slipped quietly on to an inner 
page of the KCC website earlier this month. 
The KCC statement is not true. 

4) KCC claims there was no decision by elected 
members to close units. You have to look 
very hard but it is there in the Cabinet 
Paper of October 12,2009. However, if there 
were no decision by 

elected members, then by whose authority 
were the units being closed down? 

5) KCC states it gave a commitment that 
the project would not compromise the 
education of pupils who needed access to 
units during the pilot phase. How does 
refusing them places honour that? 

I could go on. The fact remains I am still 
being contacted by parents who are only now 


discovering they have been misled by KCC. 

Some have been dissuaded from applying for 
a statement of special education need (a long 
process and the key to admission to a unit) by 
the misinformation provided by KCC and it 
may be too late to begin the process. 

This whole misguided process is already 
seeing some units withering as staff leave for 
more secure posts, which will have the effect of 
seeing the units close themselves. KCC told 
some parents as early as February that the 
policy had been reversed. 

Others are still finding out, some 
presumably do not yet know. I finished my 
article, “the main victims of this chaos are of 
course Kent children with special education 
needs which are best met in units; surely those 
who deserve the best possible care from the 
Authority’. They have been failed.

Trains need a 
little reallocation 

I gather from the press that Southeastern 
Trains has reduced the number of high¬ 
speed trains in service each weekday from 
25 to 22. The Broadstairs services have been 
shortened from two Javelin units to one, 
because of lack of demand. 

The trains now spare, plus one recently 
returned to service after a long-term defect, 
could be used to provide additional services 
for Ashford, where the trains are often full. 

The current 12-coach peak-hour services 
could run non-stop between St Pancras and 
Ashford. A six-coach relief service, running 
immediately behind, would serve Stratford 
before Ashford. 

Platform space could be found at Ashford 
by dividing the 12-coach train at Dover. Six 
coaches could then continue to Deal and 
Sandwich. The relief service would go to 
Ramsgate via Canterbury. 

The obstacle to my suggestion is political. 
The peak-time train paths allocated for 
domestic high-speed trains are already 
being used. However, the new government 
could get spare capacity from Continental 
services transferred. This would provide an 
early benefit, generating money. 

In the longer term, limited capacity 
means it will be unacceptable to run six 
coach trains out of St Pancras at peak 
times. This implies more high-speed trains 
are needed. 

A small fleet of 12, or even 18, coach 
trains should be designed specifically for 
a non-stop St Pancras to Ashford shuttle, 
along the lines of that between Victoria 
and Gatwick.

2. An Order under sections 10 and 12 of the Highways Act 1980 which will provide that the length 
of the A21 Trunk Road to be superseded by the new trunk road shall cease to be a trunk road 
and that the lengths remaining shall be classified as a classified road from the date on which the 
Secretary of State notifies the Kent County Council that the new trunk road is open for traffic 

3. An Order under sections 12,14 and 125 of the Highways Act 1980, in relation to the A21 Trunk 
Road as proposed to be improved by the Secretary of State and the slip roads to be 
constructed by him at Tonbridge, Fairthorne and Pembury in the County of Kent, which will:

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Crop tops demand up 
despite economic cuts

WE HAD the first news 
of long-threatened economic 
spending cuts this week, but 
many car buyers are still keen 
to spend on a different kind of 
cutback - a convertible. 

There is lots of choice new and used, with 
prices in the latter sector firming up from 
seasonal demand and sunshine, but also 
due to the feel-good factor from crop-top 
motoring in these gloomy times.

is largely built in China and assembled in 
the UK. 

The MX-5 is now in its third generation 
and available with either classic ‘ragtop’ or 
ingenious CC (coupe convertible) folding 
hardtop - the latter folds behind the seats 
so boot space is uncompromised. 

Having invented the folding hardtop back 
in the 1930s though, Peugeot has built upon 
its modem day CC range, with the 206CC 


giving way to the far more solid 207CC and 
bigger and quite upmarket 308CC. 

Renault counters the latter with its styl¬ 
ish Megane Coupe Cabriolet, but will also 
launch the sporty little Wind two-seater 
soon - also with a folding hardtop. 

Its most obvious rival is the nicely bal¬ 
anced Vauxhall Tigra and both models 
have great feminine appeal. 

But if it is serious wind-in-the-hair 


motoring you want and with seating for 
four, then the executive marques are there 
to relieve you of your cash, with newly-revi¬ 
talised Saab offering great deals on its 
classic 9-3 Convertible (main picture), 
though BMW, Audi and Mercedes-Benz 
will also vie for your business.

Hybrid hype stepped 
up by a new Toyota 


TOYOTA is about to step up the 
debate over hybrid cars by 
launching a more affordable 
model based on its Auris family 
hatchback built in Britain. 

The new petrol-electric model 
will be produced at the firm’s 
Derbyshire plant, be exempt 
from road tax due to its lower 
emissions, and all versions will 
average at least 70mpg. 

But, as ever, the new five-door 
hybrid will not be cheap to buy; 
prices start from £18,950 and 
though this will be for high spec 


T4 and T Spirit grades, this is 
still a whopping £4,000 higher 
than the entry price for a conven¬ 
tional five-door Auris. 

On the other hand, premium 
prices charged by some manufac¬ 
turers for eco/low emission ver¬ 
sions of normal diesel models does 
not exactly boost the argument 
against hybrids either, though I 
hope to see Renault dismantle 
that little racket (see next stoiy). 

The Auris HSD is available to 
order now, with deliveries from 
July 1. 


Eco Renault challenges premium priced rivals 


RENAULT has opened order 
books on a new eco-friendly 
version of its Clio supermini 
capable of averaging well 
over 70mpg. 

Significantly, buyers of the 
low emission (98g/km of 
C02) 86bhp diesel Clio ecoQ 
can also have either three 
(£12,690) or five-door 
(£13,255) versions for the 
same price as their conven¬ 
tional equivalents emitting 
115g/km of C02 while saving 
their road tax. 

Fleet customers do even 
better with the lower 
emissions delivering bene- 


fit-in-kind tax cuts, too. 

The French marque’s stand 
on equality though is in 
sharp contrast to the pricing 
policy adopted for Britain’s 
best-selling superminis, the 
Ford Fiesta Econetic, Peugeot 
207 Economique and 
Vauxhall Corsa EcoFlex, 
which cost £500 to £1,050 
more than their higher emit¬ 
ting equivalents. 

It’s a practice I have high¬ 
lighted across other car mar¬ 
ket sectors - how long will 
the premium pricers be able 
to put up with being named 
and shamed?

PEUGEOT will expand its multi¬ 
ple award-winning 3008 crossover 
line-up in a few days’ time with 
a powerful 163bhp 2.0-litre auto¬ 
matic version, from £21,395. 

The new engine, which meets the new strin¬ 
gent Euro 5 emission standards, is a major 
rework of the robust 136bhp unit featured in 
other Peugeots. 

And, as other carmakers have done, it means 
the French marque has been able to pull 
off the apparently contradictory feat of boost¬ 
ing power while lowering consumption and 
emissions. 

It is also available only with a six-speed 
automatic gearbox, which shows the increas¬ 
ing popularity of ‘self-shifters’ with buyers 
of MPVs, SUVs and cars that straddle both 
classes in the aptly named crossover class 
inhabited by the 3008. 

This gearbox has also been developed to aid 
and abet the new model’s fuel consumption 
and C02 emissions, by using a more efficient 
torque converter - guilty of so much wasted 
engine power by conventional auto ‘boxes - 
and reduce internal friction losses. 

As a result, drivers should be able to average 
well over 40mpg. 

In addition, Peugeot says it has boosted 


the potential comfort benefits of the auto by 
paying attention to the smoothness and speed 
of the gear changes and using a high-ratio 
sixth gear to cut fuel consumption and engine 
noise levels on motorways. 

The gearbox also has an increasingly popu¬ 
lar ‘twin-mode’ set-up: full automatic for quiet, 
stress-free driving which also adapts to the 
user’s driving style; and a more active ‘manu¬ 
al’ mode allowing sequential gear selection. 

With the latter feature likely to appeal to 


keen drivers, it should also work well with 
Peugeot’s standard-fit Dynamic Roll Control 
system built into the 3008’s rear suspension. 

I’ve driven several 3008 versions since the 
launch last year and this works well to make 
the car ride comfortably, damp out potholes - 
particularly useful nowadays - and control 
any tendency for the car’s height to make it 
heel on the bends. 

Standard kit on the new model, available in 
mid-range Sport and Exclusive specs, 


includes: alloys with energy saver tyres, rear 
parking aid, cruise control with speed limiter, 
sound system with MP3 playback, lighting 
pack with boot net, height adjustable driver 
and passenger seats, front fog lights, electric 
windows, air-con, multi-flex interior (row 
two flat-folding seats, three-position boot load 
area floor and split tailgate) and remote cen¬ 
tral locking.

CR-V rises to challenge 
of distinctive rival SUVs 



HONDA made a lot of the radical 
new look for its third generation 
CR-V when in arrived in late 2007. 

Just as buyers started to get the negative 
message about so-called gas guzzling 4x4s, the 
Japanese marque cried ‘not all 4x4s are the 
same’. And with that, it unveiled a slick new 
CR-V quite different from its bluff pseudo 
off-roader predecessors and far cleaner and 
more economical than the 4x4 monsters giving 
the sector a bad name. 

Since then though, we have seen many more 
stylish compact SUVs (sport utility vehicles) to 
rival the CR-V and the ‘not all 4x4s are the 
same’ plug has rather backfired on the CR-V. 

It is no longer the most attractive alterna¬ 
tive to look at and far from being the cheapest, 
even though UK production at Swindon ought 
to make it less prone to the weakness of the 
pound, which is inflating new car prices here. 

On the other hand, it is a marvellous pack¬ 
age and has benefited from a recent revamp 
bringing minimal cosmetic changes, but deliv¬ 
ering an extra lObhp and improved emissions 
quality from Honda’s excellent 2.2-litre diesel 
- the so-called ‘whispering diesel’ - and CR-V 
best-seller by far. 

It whispers even more now - you have to 
floor the throttle to make the unit clatter, but 
it mostly delivers power freely and quietly. 

For many would-be buyers though it is the 
introduction of the smooth-changing five-speed

Unfortunately, at £1,370, it is not cheap and 
lacks the manual selection option we have 
come to expect on new generation auto ‘boxes.

WARNERS 


NEVER mind seeing the back 
of a recession and election, 
Kent’s business landscape has 
been changing dramatically for 
some time, writes Steve Loader. 

Redundancies have fed a hunger to go 
self-employed, while many companies 
have emerged from recession leaner and 
more customer-focussed. 

Some have even embraced co-operation 
with rivals against wider competition, 
while others are heeding a call to give 
youth and its fresh ideas a chance as the 
business community rebuilds. 

All of these trends emerge from a raft of 
post-election reports and surveys, with the 
big positive being the number of Kent peo¬ 
ple who have taken the plunge into self- 
employment; a fifth of the county’s respon¬ 
dents in the latest Kelly workforce survey 
described themselves as ‘self-employed’ - 
one of the highest levels in the UK. 

Of the rest, almost half said they would 
like to work more independently, and 17 
per cent have been bitten by the entrepre¬ 
neurial bug and can’t wait to start 
their own business, with Gen Y 
(aged 18-29) being the most 
ambitious to take the plunge, par¬ 
ticularly in the education, govern¬ 
ment, engineering and IT sectors. 

A Kelly spokesman said many 
Kent employees had turned redun¬ 
dancy into a positive “to reinvent 
themselves as independent con¬ 
tractors, freelancers and consult¬ 
ants, as well as starting their own 
businesses”. 

Not surprisingly for a firm that 
specialises in outsourcing, consul¬ 
tancy and temporary staffing, Kelly 
reckons self-employment’s appeal 
coincides with a trend toward sub¬ 
contracting after many organisa¬ 
tions cut staff during the downturn.

Recession-bred trends also 
emerged from The Economist 
Intelligence Unit survey, showing 
manufacturers are leaner and hun¬ 
gry for new markets. 

They also want closer customer 
relationships and many know they 
have to offer better after-market 
services or products more closely 
tailored to customers’ needs. 

Unthinkable 

However, the positive stance is 
offset by worries about transport, 
energy and raw materials costs and 
needing to invest in research and 
development to stay ahead of the 
competition. This is why many are 
prepared to partner with others; 


nearly one in five thought the pre¬ 
viously unthinkable and would 
partner with a rival, to share 
resources in the face of competition. 
Two-thirds of these already share 
ideas with third parties. 

Many also have green products 
on the way or are making processes 
more eco-friendly due to consumer 
demand or regulatory pressure. 

The forward-thinking are also 
being targeted by the Government 
Future Jobs Fund aimed at inject¬ 
ing fresh blood into public, private 
and voluntary sector bodies. 

This offers paid six-month work 
or training placements to 18-24- 
year-olds who have been unem¬ 
ployed for six months or more.

Kent County Council secured 
£6.5 million from this pot to create 
1,000 full-time placements over 18 
months, inside and outside the 
authority - 750 are still available. 

Applications and administration 
are handled by KCC so employers 
only have to interview those candi¬ 
dates suitable for the role. 

Councillor Mike Hill, KCC cabi¬ 
net member for community servic¬ 
es said: “This is a fantastic opportu¬ 
nity for employers to bring fresh 
enthusiasm and ideas into their 
organisations and businesses at no 
cost to themselves. 

“In the current economic climate 
some businesses have had to scale 
back staff, or not re-fill vacant 
posts. This is an ideal way to give 
your business a boost and give 
these young people valuable experi¬ 
ence and future prospects at the 
same time.”

TOURISM chiefs in Kent have 
launched a charm offensive on the 
county’s closest and trickiest target 
market - the capital. 

Some 150 posters were unveiled 
this week in London commuter 
train stations and key interchanges 
on the Underground, designed to 
capture the imagination of resi¬ 
dents and entice them to Kent. 

They use unusual and alluring 
images of Botany Bay in 
Broadstairs, The Goods Shed in 
Canterbury and Hever Castle in 
Edenbridge, all designed to show the 
passion and energy of the Garden of 
England in the 21st century. 

The scheme has been master¬ 
minded by the county’s tourism 
partnership Visit Kent, backed by 
£400,000 from Kent County 
Council, enabling the commission¬ 
ing of top London creative agency 
M&C Saatchi to set-up the three- 
year campaign, which includes the 
push into the capital. 


Cllr Kevin Lynes, cabinet member 
for regeneration and economic devel¬ 
opment at KCC, said: “Through the 
campaign images, award-winning 
photographer Jean-Luc Benard has 
changed our perception of Kent as a 
tourist destination. I look at his shot 
of Botany Bay and it could be the 


Algarve. His Hever Castle imageiy 
could have been shot in India. My 
hope is this campaign will encourage 
other people to see this stunning 
county of ours in a new contempo¬ 
rary light, just as I have.” 

Visit Kent chief executive Sandra 
Matthews-Marsh said: “The timing 


is perfect, with continued concerns 
about flying and the strength of the 
euro still making the traditional 
European haunts of the British 
expensive, this campaign is posi¬ 
tioned to remind Londoners and com¬ 
muters what’s on their doorstep.” 

• THE Kent Greeters volunteer 
visitor guide scheme has won the 
right to bear the prestigious official 
Inspire Mark, awarded by organis¬ 
ers of the 2012 London Olympics to 
groups supporting the Games in a 
variety of ways. 

Kent Greeters is modelled on the 
New York’s Big Apple Greeters and 
was the first of its kind in Europe. 

Visitors to Kent who book a 
Greeter meeting are matched with 
a local volunteer who shares their 
interests, such as local history, 
cycling, rural pursuits or sport, and 
who is available on the day.

PROOF that there’s nothing new under the sun comes from 
our front page news that many Kent people have chosen or been 
pushed to go self-employed as a result of the recession. 

It sounds remarkably similar to stories I covered in the early 
1990s, when Britain’s ill-fated attempt to join the ERM and a 
faltering battle with inflation precipitated another UK economic 
train wreck and confirmation of our Groundhog Day cycle of 
boom and bust - didn’t a chap called Brown promise an end to 
all that? 

Then, as now, many people took their redundancy - and pay-offs 
were usually a lot more generous than current legislation dictates - 
and used it to set-up on their own. 

In many cases they found that their old firm/organisation was 
only too happy to hire back their services on an ad hoc basis, 
usually paying for exactly what they needed instead of funding a 
salary and benefits, office space and, often, a company car. 

Admittedly, some of these new independents were 
considerably out of pocket in relation to their previous 
relationship with that employer, but would then often find one 
or two other chunks of work elsewhere to create the foundation 
of a good little business. 

And they often found that overheads were lower; I have a 
friend who works out of a shed in his garden, but enjoys flexible 
working hours and is visibly far happier than he ever was as an 
employee. 

He doesn’t miss the status of a company car either, being 
only too happy to quote the tax bill he incurred on it; he now runs 
a modest secondhand motor and says it saves him money off his 
tax bill. 

It’s a familiar story being retold across the county though I 
reckon many of the newly self-employed are braver than before, 
because we are stumbling out of a worse recession than that of 
20 years ago. 

In addition, some have had miserly severances or, having seen 
the writing on the wall, have jumped before being pushed or been 
tempted by an entrepreneurial opening. 

Good luck to them and long may they thrive and survive.

Farming’s green 
shoots in danger 
of coalition cuts 

WE ARE bombarded with news of 
Government cuts, writes Hadlow College's 
Pat Crawford. 

One potentially disastrous area relates 
to funding for training in the 
horticulture/farming industries and it could 
not be timed more badly. 

Farmers are being asked to grow more 
food, primarily to make the UK more self- 
sufficient and less dependant on imported 
food - bearing in mind that world population 
is predicted to grow by 50 per cent in just 40 
years. 

Effecting greater self-sufficiency is also 
related to cutting carbon emissions connect¬ 
ed with ‘food miles’. 

So we are urged to “buy British, buy region- 
albuy local” and consumers listen to celebri¬ 
ty chefs such as Jamie Oliver and Hugh 
Feamley-Whittingstall using buzzwords like 
‘fresh’, ‘seasonal’ and ‘local’. 

Restaurants, pubs and tearooms are seiz¬ 
ing opportunities afforded by new-found 
interest in where food comes from and how it 
is produced. Menu choices relate increasing¬ 
ly to non-pretentious, nutritious, fresh, 
affordable - and British. 

And we are making great progress here in 
Kent; Produced in Kent, jointly owned by 
Kent County Council and Hadlow College, is 
becoming a major force promoting Kent food 
and drink. 

Essential 

But our farmers and associated food produc¬ 
ers need access to the right skills and Defra 
figures show horticulture/farming will need 
60,000 new trainees over the next few years. 

This is good for the rural economy and 
especially the Garden of England’s, yet the 
threat of cutbacks in the training sector now 
loom large. 

Mark Lumsdon-Taylor, who left the City to 
join Hadlow College as finance director, said: 
“It makes sound economic sense to future- 
proof the horticulture and farming industries 
by ensuring the sector is kept supplied with a 
motivated and highly-trained workforce. 

“This doesn’t only apply to hands-on farm¬ 
ing because there will be increasing require¬ 
ments in all the support services such as 
agronomy, research and development, quali¬ 
ty control, marketing and so on.” 

Interest in a farming career is better now 
than it has been for years and years; only five 
years ago, Hadlow College had just two stu¬ 
dents studying agriculture - there are now 120. 

This is a great comeback, but it is appren¬ 
ticeships and work-based learning that 
appear most vulnerable to Government cuts, 
despite being essential elements in a vibrant, 
successful, motivated, forward-looking and 
resourceful farming sector. Let’s hope the 
new Government shows some wisdom.

New energy blows into Kent port 



WIND ASSISTED: The offshore

RAMSGATE will become 
the hub of a project to 
build the world’s largest 
offshore wind farm. 

By next summer, the Port of 
Ramsgate will be home to the 
proposed London Array’s construc¬ 
tion, operations and maintenance 
base and some 100 workers. 

This follows the signing of an 
agreement between Thanet District 
Council and the multi-national 
consortium behind the project. 

As part of the agreement, a new 
pontoon will be built, and a 
new fuel pumping facility funded 
and constructed by London Array 
in partnership with the council. 

The pontoon will berth up to six 
service vessels capable of reaching 
the wind farm in around an hour - 
up to 15 service vessels could 
be operating out of the Kent port 
during the construction phase. 

Leader of Thanet District 
Council, Bob Bayford, said: “This 
is excellent news for Ramsgate 
and Thanet and we’re delighted 
the Port of Ramsgate has been 
chosen as the operations base. 

“Not only will that bring 
much-needed jobs into the area, 
but it also helps to raise the pro¬ 
file of our port and the excellent 


Former school gives way 
to £2.8m green housing 


WORK has started on an 
innovative £2.8 million rented 
housing development at 
Ramsgate, incorporating the 
latest in sustainable technology. 

It occupies the site of the for¬ 
mer Ellington Girls School, 
which has been demolished, 
though some original features 
from the old building are being 
retained and incorporated with¬ 
in the development, such as the 
old school gates. 

The development of 12 houses 
and 16 flats is designed to 
achieve a Code for Sustainable 
Homes level four rating, requir¬ 
ing high performance building 
materials and measures to min¬ 
imise COQ emissions. 

All the new homes will be con¬ 
structed using sustainably 
sourced timber frames, with 
roof-mounted photovoltaic cells 
on the blocks of flats to generate 
emission-free electricity. 

Solar water heating panels 


will be mounted on the new 
town houses, which use heat 
from the sun to warm domestic 
hot water supplies. 

The development by Orbit 
Homes and ISG Jackson also 
has hard and soft landscaping 
elements and secure bicycle 
storage to promote greater use 
of this sustainable transport. 

The project is scheduled for 
completion by early 2011, and 
Suffolk-based ISG Jackson 
director Michael Manning said: 
“Sustainable building design is 
integral to every Orbit develop¬ 
ment and ISG Jackson has 
worked closely with the housing 
provider to create an extensive 
number of innovative green 
communities across the south 
and east of England. 

“This latest project adds to our 
growing portfolio of develop¬ 
ments for many of the UK’s 
leading social and affordable 
housing organisations.”

HUMAN resources is a company function that grew 
from two trends. 

Firstly, recognition by early 
industrialists, such as the 
famous Cadbury chocolate 
dynasty, that workers’ welfare 
and happiness could be 
beneficial to their business. 

Secondly, that the relentless 
drive for efficiencies in 
manufacturing through 
dull and repetitive mass 
production techniques could 
have a detrimental effect 
on staff morale. 

Nowadays, most larger 
firms have a separate HR 
function and never will they

We spoke to experienced HR professional MARK 
MOORTON about lessons that businesses could 
learn on staff morale and recruitment.

INTERVIEW 


M ANY company pro¬ 
prietors and man¬ 
agers agonise about 
the staff cuts they 
must make during 
hard times, only to overlook 
those left people inside the build¬ 
ing says Mark Moorton. 

Aged 48, he has some 30 years’ experience 
in the human resources (HR) arena and the 
recent cycle is all too familiar. 

“In the good times, staff are moving 
around the market, looking for better 
opportunities,” he said. 

“In tougher times, people become fearful 
of making a move at the wrong time and 
stay put. They then see themselves as stuck 
in your company. They become resentful - 
not necessarily towards your organisation - 
but to circumstances and it can soon affect 
others. If you are working alongside some¬ 
body who is moaning all day, you soon get 
fed up yourself. 

“It is not helpful, so a good company and 
its HR dept will pursue a policy of engage¬ 
ment - you have to keep people motivated.” 

He added that staff morale is often not 
helped by media speculation during an 
economic crisis, making employers and 
employees nervous. 

This varies by sector though, he said, as 
he noted during his time in the financial 
sector just as the recession hit in 2007-08; 
he was then HR director at insurance and 
healthcare giant AXA PPP, which has its 
UK HQ at Tunbridge Wells. 

Company size also plays a part; larger 
companies often have a sizeable HR func¬ 
tion - he managed 60 staff at AXA PPP - so 
might be expected to keep a tight grip on 
staff morale, but the directors are often 
under pressure to maintain shareholder 
returns in the face of a downturn: “This 
means that you often have to hit your most 
expensive item hard... staff costs.” 

But while he expected this to remain a 
typical company response to a downturn, he 
added: “There is evidence this time around 
that not all firms hit staff budgets and 
many retained staff training and develop¬ 
ment spending, recognising that this is the 
engine of a firm’s recovery. We are learning.” 

With his current international brief at 
Specsavers - the High Street opticians that 
has become a UK success story - he has also 
seen at first hand that while HR principles 
can be applied in theory in any country, it 
actually varies country by country and 
according to culture and working culture. 

At the other end of the scale, he added, there 
is no universal answer for the UK either, 
with Kent being a case in point due to its 
high concentration of smaller businesses. 

Could they learn from bigger organisa¬ 
tions with specialist HR sections though? 
“It works both ways,” he said. 

“I actually think big firms can learn just 
as much from small businesses. 

“Many SMEs (small to medium enterpris¬ 
es) are family or privately run and have 
much closer contact with employees, seeing 
them in the workplace regularly.

“When I was with AXA, a huge organisation, 
I was always guarding against that closeness 
of contact going missing. 

“Specsavers remains a family-run business 
that has managed to retain that closeness, 
despite rapid growth.” 

He added this was partly explained by the 
company’s attitude to the other major aspect 
of the HR function, recruitment - less publi¬ 
cised of late due to the downturn. 

“Specsavers has a very robust approach to 
recruitment, taking a lot of trouble to find the 
right people,” he said. 

“But the result is that not many people want 
to leave the company once they join and that 
is a measure of good policy.” 

But good internal communication is the 
cornerstone of good HR, said Mark, heading off 
problems and delivering information. 

And he has a proven track record of lateral 
thinking here, using the arts as a way of max¬ 
imising impact. He is most proud of the way he 
was able to use drama in what became an 
award-winning campaign for staff at AXA 
PPP and known as ‘Project Julie’. 

Using a two-week build-up, a company of 
actors delivered episodes - via the company 
internet - telling the story of fictitious employ¬ 


ee Julie, who felt she was suffering religious 
discrimination. 

“It was about ‘how do you deal with those 
situations?’ What you should and shouldn’t 
say and we should be careful of gender and 
race - what might seem a harmless joke can 
accelerate out of control,” Mark said. 


He added that a bonus from the company’s 
point of view was that, apart from being good 
viewing, there was no need to take staff out of 
the work environment to drive home the mes¬ 
sage via seminars. By accident, the campaign 
gained further impact shortly afterwards 
through a well-publicised row at British 



MARK’S TOP TIPS 

• Prioritise staff morale for internal 
and external good: “You want people 
to be good advocates of your 
organisation.” 

• Use all available media to reach 
staff, from a cutting-edge intranet, 
to traditional posters and notice 
boards.

Airways after the airline ruled that an employ¬ 
ee’s crucifix pendant breached uniform rules. 

Project Julie’s use of the arts was unusual at 
the time, though the approach is being used 
increasingly in HR, added Mark. 

However, he is unsure whether HR is mov¬ 
ing ahead on all fronts. 

“In the past, the HR professional was 
required to have a broad knowledge of HR. In 
the past five to 10 years though there has been 
a tendency for people to concentrate on a spe¬ 
cific area; they are not getting the breadth of 
knowledge and, in the more senior positions, I 
think you need to have that wider knowledge 
and experience.” 

O N the other hand, HR’s professional 
body, the Chartered Institute of 
Personnel and Development, has 
pushed for a more a more strategic 
approach and to elevate HR as a valuable part 
of the company structure. 

“More than the old ‘tea and sympathy image 
and more of a tested and measured input - HR 
is having to challenge itself,” he added. 

Away from work, Mark likes to relax to the 
sounds of an increasingly large and eclectic 
music collection. 

“They have been stretched even more by two 
growing daughters and it’s something of a lot¬ 
tery at the moment. They will say ‘you have 
got to listen to this’. Sometimes ‘this’ is 
good, but sometimes I think it’s their way of 
persuading me to finance their own CD collec¬ 
tions. I love it really though.” 

He also enjoys photography and one day 
hopes to complete training for his private 
pilot’s licence.

Budget may see start 
of a wealth stampede 


WHILE the money markets 
nervously await the coalition 
Government’s emergency 
Budget next month, some 
experts predict a flurry of 
activity to prevent being 
clobbered by a major over¬ 
haul of capital gains tax 
(CGT), writes Chris Britcher. 

According to accountancy firm 
Horwath Clark Whitehill (HCW) it 
will be company directors leading the 
charge in what it dubbed a ‘mass 
stampede to the sales’. 

And HCW also expects Chancellor 
George Osborne’s debut Budget, on 
June 22, to unveil radical plans for 
attacking the nation’s deficit. 

Simon Wame, tax partner at HCW, 
which has offices in Tunbridge Wells 
and Maidstone, said: “We already know 
there are tax increases on the way 
“The suggestion is that increases in 
areas like CGT might be brought in 
from April, 2011, but with the size of 
the deficit this Government has to 
tackle, it would not be surprising if 
they brought in tax measures in the 
Budget which will bite straight away 
“You could even envisage sales 
between members of a family in order 
to take advantage of an 18 per cent 
CGT rate if, as we are led to believe, 
CGT is likely to double to 40 per cent. 

“Someone who was planning a sale 
later in the year might not want to risk 
a large tax increase and might decide 
to crystallise the gain early, with a 
sale to a third party coming later. 

“There is even a rumour that CGT 
might be aligned with income tax, 
which would bring the highly contro¬ 
versial 50 per cent rate into play” 
The new Government has said an 
increase in CGT will be at the heart of 
reforms to be brought in. The Tories 
have already agreed to a Lib Dem 
proposal to raise the income tax 
threshold to £10,000, but it is not yet 
known whether that will come in to

force in April, 2011, or to be phased in. 

It is to be paid for by keeping the 
employee element of the National 
Insurance contributions controver¬ 
sially proposed by Labour, but drop¬ 
ping Labour’s intention to increase 
employers’ National Insurance, which 
the Tories had branded a “tax on jobs”. 

Other manifesto pledges that may 
be dropped towards coalition harmony 
are likely to include the Toiy proposal 
to increase the inheritance tax thresh¬ 
old to £1 million and the Lib Dems’ 
proposal for a ‘mansion tax’ on prop¬ 
erties worth more than £2m. 

But for those contemplating nup¬ 
tials of a non-political nature, the 
Tory proposal of a £150 marriage tax 
break for middle and low-income 
earners will still go ahead. 

“One thing’s for certain, George 
Osborne has got to find a lot of money 
from somewhere if he is to make sav¬ 
ings of £6 billion and start to pull back 
the economic deficit,” Mr Wame said. 

“Inevitably we are all going to have 
to pay one way or another. Those with 
significant investments or sharehold¬ 
ings might well be advised to speak to 
their tax advisers sooner rather than 
later,” he added. 


TAX experts say they expect 
to be burning the midnight oil 
after George Osborne delivers the 
Budget on June 22. 

As the coalition government 
reveals its plans, KPMG head of tax 
South East Tom McGinness said: 
“In terms of the Government’s key 
pledge on business tax - to reduce 
the headline rate of corporation tax 
- it’s encouraging that there is a 
pledge to protect manufacturing 
which could potentially be hit hard 
if capital allowances are removed. 

“But there are many other sectors 
that could also feel a negative 
impact by this or other ways to fund 
the reduced rate and we would 
hope they too are considered. 

“Tax professionals are gearing 
up for a long night on June 22. The 
coalition’s document repeated a 
lot of previously mentioned com¬ 
mitments on business tax but, as 
expected, there is still little detail. 

“Indeed, some of the measures 
highlighted in George Osborne’s 
speech to the CBI such as the 
reform of the controlled foreign 
companies law - which he quite 
rightly said was a key issue for busi¬ 
ness - were not mentioned at all. 

“What the coalition document 
does suggest is that no fixed deci¬ 
sions have yet been made on cor¬ 
porate tax other than the desire to 
reduce the rate by some means. 

“That’s a good thing since this is 
a complex area with no one solu¬ 
tion that will work for all. 

“The document implies the new 
government may be taking time to 
consider its options and to consult 
on business tax issues. Given that 
there is a proposal for a five-year 
road map for a big reform of cor¬ 
poration tax, it will be crucial that 
business makes its voice heard. 

“It’s a cliche, but where tax is 
concerned the devil really is in the 
detail. There are lots of issues that 
are potentially huge, where we 
really need to see the legislation to 
understand the implications.”

I F YOU listen to media hype, you 
might think the Apple iPhone is 
the best phone in the world and 
the rest are poor seconds. 

You would be wrong. In the USA the 
BlackBerry continues to be the default busi¬ 
ness choice with its widely imitated, but still 
not bettered, push-email keeping you connect¬ 
ed to your office as it happens. 

Apple has sold 50 million iPhones worldwide 
- Nokia sells almost that many mobiles 
monthly. 

But Apple did change the market three 
years ago by offering a superbly engineered 
phone with a beautiful and intuitive touch¬ 
screen. Individually written programmes, 
called apps, allow users to tailor the phone to 
their needs. 

There are more than 100,000 apps currently, 
but that includes games and many similar 
apps - there are almost 20 different apps for 
Twitter alone, and you need only one. 

Many apps are novelties or of limited use; do 
you really need an app to decide how to divide 
the bill in a restaurant? If you do, then per¬ 
haps you need to upgrade your circle of friends 
as well as your phone. 

Simplicity 

But the iPhone made rival manufacturers 
take notice; the future is mobile computing, 
and Apple was forging a formidable lead. 

Microsoft has admitted it failed to respond 
quickly enough with its own WinMo OS and 
Nokia’s familiar OS now looks jaded. 

Search engine giant Google also shook the 
market with its Android system 18 months 
ago. It offers Apple-style simplicity plus apps, 
but anyone can write software for it and the 
Android app store doesn’t have some of the 
restrictions imposed by Apple’s iTunes. 
Android can also run Flashplayer in web 
pages to watch web video - Apple can’t.

Prices 
stated were the best online as we went to 
press: all are available free with unlimited 
data plans from £30 a month individually, or 
less for multiple packages to businesses.

ly, Taiwanese HTC. 

The HTC Hero last year was the first 
real iPhone threat and has been fol¬ 
lowed up by the aluminium Legend 
and big screen Desire. HTC also 
makes Google’s own-brand Nexus 
One. Android is the success story of 
2010 so far, and market watchers say 
Android will overtake the Apple oper¬ 
ating system within 18 months.

FOR: Brilliant iPhone beater - big¬ 
ger, better, faster, cheaper.

FOR: Instant email as it happens,

AGAINST: No touchscreen, basic 
camera, app store is small and 
lacks excitement (NB - Documents 
on the Go app integrates Microsoft 
Office function for £40) 

VERDICT: For email and messag¬ 
ing, it’s the Don 

Try also BlackBerry Storm 2 full 
touchscreen (£390). BlackBerry 
takes on other touchscreen mobiles 
and loses, but email is still excellent.

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‘A red letter day in the 
annals of Kent history’ 


FOR most of the 1906 season 
Kent appeared destined for the 
runners-up slot in the County 
Championship, the price of a 
mediocre start that saw them 
win just five of their opening 
11 games. 

Even after a season-turning win over 
Essex at The Nevill on July 18, Kent still 
looked like playing second fiddle to 
Yorkshire, until the Tykes suffered a stun¬ 
ning one-run defeat at Gloucestershire in 
their penultimate game. 

Kent still needed a draw at Bournemouth, 
then part of Hampshire, in their final game 
to secure the title, but skipper CHB 
Marsham, criticised in the build-up to the 
finale despite steering his side to a 10-succes- 
sive wins, held his nerve. 

“[Hampshire] won the toss on a perfect 
wicket but for some unaccountable reason 
were all dismissed for 163. We then made 
matters safe,” he later wrote, with some 
understatement. 


SEPTEMBER 1,1906: In the latest of our series on the county’s 
great sporting moments of the past, sports reporter FRED ATKINS recalls 
Kent’s famous last-day victory over Hampshire which saw them win the 
County Championship and usher in a golden age in the club’s history 


In fact their success was far from unac¬ 
countable. Marsham had a formidable bowl¬ 
ing attack to call on and his batsmen replied 
with 610 in just six hours. 

Bumup (179) and Hutchings (124) were 
the top scorers, pushing Kent to what 
remains to this day the highest score in a 
first-class game at Dean Park. 

Hampshire put up a fight in their second 
innings, but were all out for 410 when Wyatt 
was run out. 

Marsham said Saturday, September 1 was: 
“a red letter day in the annals of Kent crick¬ 
et,” and he was deluged with more than 500 
congratulatoiy telegrams and messages. 

There was some carping about the per¬ 
centage system used to determine the cham¬ 
pionship (Kent won with a 77.7 record from 
22 games, while Yorkshire had 70.0 from 28), 


but for WG Grace there was no argument - 
Kent were worthy champions. 

“Fielder, Blythe, Mason, Humphreys and 
Woolley are able to get most sides out and 
the batting is uniformly excellent,” he said. 
“Moreover there is not a bad fieldsman 
among them.” 

The title ushered in Kent’s first golden age, 
though as Alfred Gibson pointed out in the 
Morning Leader, this had a downside. 

“Kent is a great county,” he wrote. “(But) 
nor are we likely to be allowed to forget it. 

“Everywhere one goes one is confronted 
with Men of Kent... the number of Kent 
men has increased alarmingly in these past 
six weeks and one cannot walk abroad 
without being tripped up by a man who 
informs you that he was bom in Kent, or at 
least his grandparents or parents were.” 



DAN Ritchie increased his London 
2012 chances by representing Great 
Britain in the opening round of the 
Rowing World Cup this weekend.

Britain rowing squad to compete in 
the men’s eights in Slovenia.

GILLINGHAM’S mercurial son 
returned for a second stint as 
manager at Priestfield this week, 
five-and-a-half years after resign¬ 
ing because he felt he couldn’t take 
the club any further. 

The Gills were in the Championship then 
and six years on, Andy Hessenthaler, seen as a 
Messiah figure among supporters, returns 
with the club back in League Two. 

Chairman Paul Scally last week contacted 
non-league side Dover Athletic for permission 
to speak to Hessenthaler about taking over as 
Mark Stimson’s successor, and after having 
summoned the 44-year-old to Dubai for talks, 
Scally made his mind up last Friday and 
offered him a three-year contract. 

After spending eight weeks finding “the 
right man” when appointing Stimson in 2007, 
Scally waited just 11 days before making his 
mind up and asking Hessenthaler to return to 
Priestfield. 

Whether there was any time to interview 
any other candidates from the 30 or so that are 
believed to have applied for the job remains 
unclear, but what is plainly obvious is Scally 
demands a return to League One at the first 
time of asking and believes Hessenthaler, who 
led the Gills to their highest ever position of 
11th in the Championship, is the man to do 
that. 

While Gills fans appeared to take exception 
to Stimson almost from the off, Hessenthaler, 
voted the club’s greatest ever player by the 
PFA in 2007, will almost certainly be given a 


degree of leniency by supporters if the side 
struggle to achieve promotion in his first sea¬ 
son back in charge. 

Expectation among the fans will no doubt 
intensify as the countdown to the season 
begins and while that brings a degree of pres¬ 
sure, it wasn’t enough to put Hessenthaler off 
making a Priestfield return. 

“People will ask ‘should you go back’, but for 
me I am not worrying about that situation,” he 
said. “We have got to produce results that will 
get us back into League One and the chairman 
has clearly said that. We’ve got to get this club 
back to where it belongs because it’s not a 
League Two club.” 

Experience 

Hessenthaler will be able to call on the 
experience of last season’s first-team coach 
Mark Robson, now his new assistant man¬ 
ager, who himself applied for the job vacated 
by Stimson, but in truth probably saw his 
chances of landing the job dwindle as a 
result of being associated with the ancien 
regime that saw the Gills relegated on the 
final day of last season. 

Robson, who has yet to sign a contract, was 
actually put forward by Stimson when he left 
the club and despite clearly harbouring ambi¬ 
tions to one day manage his own side, the 41- 
year-old doesn’t think that will cause any prob¬ 
lems between himself and Hessenthaler. 

“It was tough to make that decision to go for 
the job but I did and Mark made that easy for 
me by dropping my name in,” Robson said. 
“To be fair, the chairman had mentioned 
about Andy and we met up and had a chat 



and ultimately Andy was the manager and 
me number two. I’m fine with that, I’ve no 
problem with that and I’m looking forward to 
the challenge.” 

Hessenthaler was also quick to agree: “There 
is trust between us 
straight away, we are 
here to work togeth¬ 
er. Mark Stimson 
put his name for¬ 
ward and rightly 
so, he is a top 
coach. I knew that 
he wanted the job 
and there is no prob¬ 
lem there, we are here 
to be a partnership and push things for¬ 
ward, so there’s no problem there.” 

The pair have work to do with deci¬ 
sions to be made about the future of 
14 out-of-contract players and 
while there is a budget to bring in 
new players, Hessenthaler will 
need to be shrewd in the trans¬ 
fer market and didn’t 
rule out shopping for 
non-league players - 
something his predecessor 
was heavily criticised for doing 
during his stay. 

What is for certain is the Gillingham fans 
have got their way with the appointment of 
their ‘Messiah’ and the level of expectation for 
a return to League One will certainly be 
greater than when the Gills dropped into the 
bottom tier of League football two seasons ago. 

Over to you Hess. 


Top referee says campaign 
for Respect will take years 


PREMIERSHIP referee Steve 
Bennett believes the Football 
Association’s Respect Programme is 
beginning to make an impact on 
behaviour both on and off the field, 
but warned it will take years of sup¬ 
port to make a real difference. 

The 49-year-old is one of the coun¬ 
try’s most experienced referees and 
has officiated in the Premier League 
for more than a decade, taking 
charge of the 2007 FA Cup final. 

It is almost two years since the FA 
launched the Respect Campaign, 
aimed at improving behaviour on 
and off the pitch in a bid to address 
the sharp decline in referees leaving 
the sport. 

Bennett, who lives in Orpington, 
is Kent’s FA Respect Ambassador. 
While he feels progress is being made, 
it is too early to call it a success. 

He said: “The campaign is good, 
it’s not only the top level but grass 
roots. I’m sure the whole concept 
will eventually hit home, but I think 
it’s a very slow process. You’ve got to

stay strong with it, there’s no point 
launching it one year and then let¬ 
ting it disappear.” 

One major reason for the loss of 
referees is the behaviour of parents 
and coaches on the touchline, espe¬ 
cially at youth levels. Bennett admits 
the levels of abuse can still be stag¬ 
gering, especially towards newly 


qualified officials, who are often 
teenagers themselves. 

At a local level, the Kent County 
FA (KCFA) have worked hard to 
implement the programme. Last 
weekend 260 teams took part in the 
first Kent Football Tournament at 
the Kent County Showground near 
Maidstone, which was organised to 
help promote the Respect message. 

The vast majority of leagues in the 
county have now signed up to the 
programme and dissent this season 
was down by six per cent. Stephanie 
Gadd, football development officer 
at the KCFA, is confident given 
enough time behaviour will change 
permanently. 

She said: “It’s a long-term thing 
that gradually people will accept. 
Football got to a tipping point where 
we needed to address it or it was 
going to go into decline. There were 
so many young people and referees 
dropping out of the game, whereas 
now we’ve hopefully starting to 
increase numbers again.” 


Faint hope Fleet can 
still avoid relegation 


EBBSFLEET United could still line 
up in the Blue Square Premier next 
season after Salisbury City were 
deemed ineligible to remain in the 
division for financial reasons. 

With Salisbury set to drop down 
two leagues, there is a vacancy 
which could be filled by the Fleet, 
who finished second-bottom on 43 
points - two from safety. 

However, Forest Green Rovers 
would be first in line for a reprieve, 
having finished immediately above 
Liam Daish’s side, and the 
Gloucestershire club have already 
been named among the 24 Premier 
clubs in the Conference constitution. 

Nothing has yet been finalised, 
though, with Salisbury appealing 
the decision against them and 
some uncertainty still surrounding 
Forest Green’s desire to go back up, 
should they be offered the chance. 

Ebbsfleet have yet to sign any 
players for next season or announce 
their budget, but they will finally 
learn their fate at the Conference 
AGM on June 12 when either they, 
Forest Green or Salisbury, are 
named as the 24th Blue Square 
Premier member for 2010-11.

Club to miss South African fast bowler 


after explosive spell at St Lawrence

MAKHAYA Ntini signs off his 
five-week Kent stay in tomor¬ 
row’s Clydesdale Bank 40 game 
with the Scottish Saltires, with 
his impact felt off the pitch as 
much as on it. 

The South African, who boasts 390 wickets 
in a staggering 101 Tests for his countiy, 
proved a big hit at St Lawrence after signing 
as a replacement for Australian Stuart Clark. 

The 32-year-old claimed match figures of 10 
for 104 in the midweek win over Durham, 
which followed a five-wicket haul against the 
same side the week before, to prove his worth. 

Head coach Paul Farbrace, who was instru¬ 
mental in bringing Ntini to St Lawrence, has 
hailed his commitment to the team. 

“We spent a long time researching and 
knew we had signed the right person,” he 
said. “Performances over a period of time 
show he has been a good signing for us. 


“He has run in every day for us, every 
innings he has given everything - he could¬ 
n’t have given any more in the five weeks he 
has been here.” 

His impact on the likes of Matt Coles, 
Simon Cook and perhaps more importantly 
Amjad Khan - who he instantly bonded 
with - is likely to be felt right up to the end 
of the season. 

Khan looks to have learned from his new 
ball partner after himself leaving the 
Riverside in the week with a seven-wicket 
haul, and Farbrace believes Ntini’s time at 
Kent has been invaluable. 

He said: “It’s not just what people bring on 
the field, of course that’s important because 
that’s what they will be judged on, but the 
fact he had made such a contribution with 
the other players is significant. 

“He helped Amjad and all of our bowlers, 
young and old, and his commitment to 
Kent cricket, for a bloke that has played 
more than 100 Test matches, has been out¬ 
standing. 

“His personality has been great for us and 
everyone was genuinely pleased he got his

10 wickets against Durham. There wasn’t a 
single member of the team that wasn’t made 
up for him because they knew what he had 
given to the side.

Stevo century helps Kent crush Durham 


KENT crushed Division One champions 
Durham inside two days to earn their 
first LV= County Championship win 
of the season and move off the foot of 
the table. 

The innings and four-run victory was 
completed on Tuesday and rounded off a 
good week for the club after they picked 
up their first win in all competitions last 
weekend with a nine-wicket thrashing of 
Scotland in the Clydesdale Bank 40. 

Makhaya Ntini led the way at the 
Riverside with match-winning figures of 
10 for 104, while Darren Stevens contin¬ 
ued his remarkable season with his third 
century of the summer. 

Amjad Khan claimed 5 for 43 in 
Durham’s first innings as the hosts were 
bowled out for 121, while Stevens hit 
102 and shared in a valuable 94-run 
partnership with Matt Coles (34) as 
Kent scored 320. 

Then Ntini, in his last championship 
game for the club, set about like a man 
possessed, taking 6 for 51 to bowl Durham 


out for 195 and ensuring Kent came away 
from the Riverside with a 22-point haul. 

For head coach Paul Farbrace, who had 
watched the side go eight games without 
a win any competition, it was particular¬ 
ly pleasing to see the side put together a 
complete performance. 

“Having not played at our best over the 
last few weeks and obviously having 
some disappointing results, to win so 
emphatically at Durham shows the skill 
level in the team and the spirit,” he said. 

Key to Kent’s return to winning ways 
has been the form of senior batsmen Rob 
Key and Martin van Jaarsveld.

THE seam bowling department at St

‘We want him to play 20-over, 40-over and 
championship cricket, but there may come a 
time when one or two competitions become 
our priority and he doesn’t play so much. 

“One of things with Khan is that he is in 
the last year of his contract and we asked 
him to show he is value for money in all 
three forms of the game, because in the 
past he has played championship cricket 
and missed the one-dayers. 

“That hasn’t been his fault because in 
the past the club have wanted to look after 
him but we want him to show he can play 
all forms.”

S pin legend Muralitharan help ed 
put Sri Lanka team-mate on path 
to Kent after sinning club’s praises

A FRIENDLY word from spin 
wizard Muttiah Muralitharan 
was enough to convince Malinga 
Bandara to join Kent for the sec¬ 
ond half of the county summer. 

Muralitharan played just five first-class 
games for Kent during the 2003 season, 
but enjoyed his time at St Lawrence so 
much that when fellow Sri Lanka team¬ 
mate Bandara expressed an interest in 
playing county cricket, it was Kent’s name 
Murali put forward. 

Bandara, a 30-year-old leg-spinner, 
arrived in the country this week where he 
played in a Kent 2nd XI game against 
Sussex at The Mote to help acclimatise to 
English conditions. 

He went through his a full repertoire of 
leg breaks, googlies and top-spinners on 
his way to recording figures of 4 for 59 in 
the first innings, and is looking forward to 
joining up with Rob Key’s side next week. 

Bandara told Kent on Sunday: 
“Everyone knows Kent is a traditionally 
strong club in county cricket. The chance 


to play in Twenty20 and for the second 
half of the season when the pitches 
should be a bit drier made me want to 
join Kent, as well as working with Paul 
Farbrace who was with us last year 
coaching in Sri Lanka.” 

The leg-spinner, who has played eight 
Tests and 31 One-Day Internationals 
for his country, has been struggling to 
get in the Sri Lanka side with the likes 
of Ajantha Mendis and Muralitharan 
ahead of him in the pecking order, but 
ironically it was the latter who encour¬ 
aged him to sign for Kent as a way of 
furthering his claims of an internation¬ 
al recall. 

Dream 

“I spoke to Murali and he said to go to 
Kent because they are a good club with 
good players and he is a friend of Rob 
Key,” Bandara said. “When I was playing 
school and junior cricket I had a dream of 
playing county cricket and it’s good to be 
doing that with Kent.” 

Much is expected of the spin partner¬ 
ship of Bandara and James Tredwell as 
Kent look to take advantage of the tradi¬ 
tionally drier surfaces in the latter half of 
the summer. With Tredwell taking 69 


first-class wickets last season, it’s hoped 
their contrast of spin will help win Kent 
games and the Sri Lankan is looking for¬ 
ward to teaming up with the England 
international. 

He said: “I know [Tredwell] has been 
bowling well in the last couple of years 
and is in the England squad. I think the 
second half of the season may help the 
spinners as the pitches are dry and may 
turn and bounce. I think we will be a good 
partnership for Kent.” 

Bandara has experience of playing in 
England after a successful spell with 
Gloucestershire in 2005 in which he 
topped their bowling averages with 45 
wickets in eight games. 

That alerted the Sri Lanka selectors to 
his ability, but having played a bit-part 
role in international cricket recently, he 
hopes a spell in the English game will 
increase his chances of becoming a regular 
in Kumar Sangakkara’s side. 

He said: “The last time I played county 
cricket with Gloucestershire I took a lot of 
wickets and that got me into the Sri Lanka 
side, hopefully that happens again.” 

Bandara’s first game for Kent will be 
Tuesday’s Friends Provident t20 clash 
with the Essex Eagles at Chelmsford.

Thousands expected for weekend of rallycross 



LYDDEN Hill will be invaded by 
thousands of motorsport fans this 
Bank Holiday weekend as it hosts 
the British round of the European 
Rallycross Championship. 

The circuit, near Dover, is 
expected to host a bumper crowd 
of more than 10,000 spectators as 
the world’s best rallycross drivers 
do battle. With more than 30 
entrants in the top supercar 
category, a weekend of close 
dramatic racing is on the cards. 

Sittingbourne-based supercar 
driver Liam Doran will be consid¬ 
ered as one of the favourites for the 
event after a successful start to his 
debut season in the series.

There are 
events where I know it’s not realis¬ 
tic to expect more than a decent 


placing, but I know Lydden well.” 

One driver expected to attract 
attention is American stunt driver 
Tanner Foust, who is competing in 
only his second-ever European 
Rallycross event. 

The 36-year-old experienced 
driver from Los Angeles is an 


instantly recognisable personality in 
America for his stunt driving and is 
looking forward to racing at a 
circuit known as ‘the home of 
rallycross’. Foust, the star of a hit 
computer game Colin McRae Dirt 
2, made his debut in the series 
earlier this month. 

He said: “Going door to door it 
will be tricky and I’m really looking 
forward to the race. It’s much more 
violent compared to everything I’ve 
ever done and more draining. It’s a 
unique atmosphere here. The 
drivers hang out with each other 
and talk to each other but once the 
helmet goes on, it gets ugly.” 

The action starts with the first of 
three heats today followed by two 
more heats and the finals on Bank 
Holiday Monday.
